The district was 
PLACED UNDER SURVEILLANCE. 

Revenue-Agent Brooks was ordered here at 
the beginning of last year, and the morning 
after his departure from Washington the Zn- 
quirer of this city published a telegram stating 
that he was on the way. This was at once a 
notification to the distillers, and others in- 
terested, to get their houses in order. In 


Washington the publication in the 2nguirer at- 


tracted the attention of the Department, 
and more or less suspicion was at- 
tached to Wertzel, who was then in 
that city. From that time out the Department 
thoroughly believed that Weitzel’s office was 
not all right, and numerous attempts were 
made to get at the true inwardness of affairs. 
Several Revenue Agents, including McCiear, 
Hale, Mitchell, and others, were sent out to 
this city from time to time, but so carefully 
were their movements watched, and so cleverly 
were the crooked actions masked, that they 
FaILED IN EVERY INSTANCE 

to discover anything tangible in the way of 
fraud. 

Last December the Commission concluded 
that it would be for the best in- 
terest of the service to make a gen- 
eral transfer of Revenue Agents. Mitchell 
an old and experienced officer, was selected for 
this district. On his arrival here he and his as- 
sistants quietly took observations, and soon 
came to the conclusion that things were not as 
straight as they should be, or as they seemed to 
be. On reporting the situation to Washington, 
he was authorized to employ a sufficient force of 
detectives to work up the district. Some time 
after they had got fairly to work some of the 
larger and, ostensibly, more honest distillers 
sent an attorney to Washington to advise the 
President and Secretary of the Treasury tnat 
they believed : 
LARGE FRAUDS WERE BEING PERPETRATED 
in this district. The honest distillers were not 
advised as to what the Commissioner was do- 
ing to ferret out the frauds, but their attorney 
was informed that an agent would be sent out 
to confer with them.

REACTION AGAINST THE WAR TORIES. 
London Spectator, April 27. 

One of the most important events of the week 
has been the utter rout of the “Jmgo’”’ party at 
Tamworth. Mr. Hanbury, it will be remem- 
bered, resigned his seat to accept the seat va- 
cated by Sir Charles Adderley (now Lord Nor- 
ton) for North Staffordshire, for which he was 
elected without. a contest. In his room, Mr. 
Bridgman,—a son of Bradford’s,— 
was proposed for Tamworth, and 
it was supposed that he would 
have an easv victorv. Mr. Hamar Bass, how- 
ever, entered the field in the Liberal interest, 
and especialiy asa strong opponent of Lord 
Beaconsfield’s tawdry foreign policy, and was 
elected, being declared at the head of the poll 
on Wednesday by the great majority of 579. 
Indeed, the Liberals were nearly two to one of 
the Conservatives. And the proportion of 
votes volled was very large indeed. The num- 
ber of names on the registry was 2,000. Mr. 
Bass polled 1,186 votes, and Mr. Bride- 
man 607, giving a total of 1,793 
votes actually given. About 100 votes were 
either dead or absent, so that only 197 persons 
either abstained or gave votes which were wast- 
ed for some informality. The election is, in- 
deed, one of the most signal and significant ex- 
pressions of opinion delivered by apy constitu- 
ency for many years, and seems to us to indicate 
that while Lord Beaconsfield has been recog- 
nized as the commander of the vessel of the 
State. the confidence of the people was really 
reposed in Lord Derby, who was looked upon 
as the master, and as virtually responsible for 
the sailing orders. Clearly the dispatch of In- 
— ‘anc to Malta has not delighted Tam- 
worth. 


OUR COMMUNISTS. 
THE LONDON TIMES APPRECIATES THE SITUA 
TION. 

Loxpon, May 11.—Dispatches from America 
reporting apprehensions of a Communistic 
outbreak are attracting attention. The general 
opinion is that it will be the worse for Com- 
munists. 

The Times, on the subject, eoncludes as fol- 
lows: It, as we wilkpot anticipate, the United 
States is destined to go through a social crisis 
of this kind, we shall doubtless hear again, as 
we used to hear fifteen years ago, a good deal 
about the evil effects of democratic intstitu- 
tions. If, however, itis the weakness of the 
institutions like those of America to give toler- 
ant encouragement to all sorts of experiments 
in social and political organization, it is their 
strength to be 

ABLE TO SURVIVE THEM, 

to profit by their success, and to be little worse 
for thefr failure. ‘The fabric of American socie- 
ty is so strong that it can sustain witb little or 
no injury shocks which would be fatal to weaker 
and more effete constitutions. Inthe United 
States, freedom of discussion is the salety valve 
through which a great deal of superfluous polit- 
ical steam escapes. Americans have political 
sagacity enough to distinguish sharply between 
intemperate or even revolutionary speech and 
rebellious action. They have unbounded tol- 
eration for the one, but have never shown any 
great patience for the other. Wedo not doubt 
that f they have to deal with any dangerous 
form of Communism they will deal with it et- 
fectively. The social fabric of the United States 
is as capable of successfully resisting such at- 
tack as that of any State in the world. 


A POOR SHOT. 
ATTEMPT TO ASSASSINATE BMPEROR WILLIAM. 

BERLIN, May 11—5 p. m.—At 3:30 this after- 
noon, as Emperor William was returning from 
a drive with the Grand Duchess of Baden, sey- 
eral shots from a revolver were fired at him in 
the Avenue Unter den Linden. Nobody was 
hurt. The person who fired the shots was ar- 
rested. 

An accomplice who attempted to rescue the 
would-be assassin was aleo arrested. 

EXCITEMENT. 

Braun, May 11—The city is greatly excited 
in consequence of the attempt upon the life of 
the Emperor. Great crowas assembied in front

London, May 11.—The steamer Sardinian, 
on which an explosion happened yesterday 
afternoon, at the entrance to Laugh Foyle, on 
the passage from Liverpool for was at 
anchor at the time the ezplosion took place 
in the coal bunkers, and the ship took fire im- 
mediately. The greatest confusion and con- 
sternation ensued. When order was restored, 
the compartments were searched for the dead 
and wounded. Some of the latter had arms 
and legs broken. A few were burned about 


the head and face. It is believed that, when the 


extent of the disaster is ascertained, the 
figures given iu the dispatches last night of the 
injured and killed will be considerably 
increased, Three tugs were sent for 
the passengers, and with medical aid 
for the wounded, who were temporarily placed 
in @ warehouse on the quay. Subsequently 
they were taken to the Derry Infirmary, and 
three of them were last night pronounced hope- 
less. Two of the bodies recovered were identi- 
fied as members of thecrew.

The Pope’s liver affection, he says, is not alarm- 
ing, but he ought to go away, and desires to 
go to Perugia, but is unable to resist the 
pressure put upon him to remain in the Vati- 
can.

Marriage of Baron Bianc, the Italian Min- 
ister at Washington, to Miss Terry, Daugh- 
ter of the Cuban Millionaire.

New Yor, May 11.—The marriage of Baron 
Alfred Blanc, Italian Minister to the United 
States, to Miss Terry, daughter of the Cuban 
millionaire, Don Thomas Terry, was celebrated 
at St. Stepben’s this evening, in the presence of 
a brilliant company, including many notable 
persons from the Diplomatic Corps in 
Washington, and the leaders of society 
in the Metropolis. The religious ceremony was 
according to the elaborate ritual of the Roman 
Catholic Church, of which both bride and groom 
are communicants. It was followed bya civil 
ceremony atthe residence or the bride’s parents 
on Fifth avenue, this being in accordance with 
the ltalian custom, although not legally neces- 
sary here. About 8,000 invitaticns were issued 
for the ceremony at the church, and the subse- 
quent reception. 

In all its features this hymeneal event was 
one of the most elegant in the social annals of 
the metropolis. The guests were received at 
the church by the Secretaries of several of the 
foreign legations, Who acted as ushers. These 
were Mr. Drummond, of the British legation; 
Count Brunetti and Mr. Desoto, of the Spanish ; 
Count Litta, of the Italian; Mr. Bluhdorn, of 
the Austrian; and Mr. Williamov, of 
the Russian. M. Delfosse, the Belgian 
Minister, as the seniorin length of service at 
Washington among the unmarried Ministers, 
acted as best men.

McGivnn, and at its conclusion the bridal party 
was driven to Mr, Terry’s residence, where a re- 
ception was held till midnight. The spacious 
mansion was converted into a bower of blos- 
soms, and the guests represented New York’s 
choicest society. 

Many costly and tasteful presents have been 
given the bride. Her fat>er, in addition to the 
lingerie of the trousseau, and the wedding dress, 
which came from Paris, has given her $14,000 to 
expend in Europe indresses, jewels, or whateyer 
she may prefer. Her mother’s gifts include su- 
perb diamond solitaire earrings and a star 
of the same jewels forthe hair. Her sister, Mme.

Baron Albert Blanc, although comparatively 
Leung, has had a broad diplomatic experience. 

e was born of a prominent famliy at Cham- 
bery, in Savov, and his first appearance in pub- 
lic was at the breaking out of the Franco- 
italian war against Austria, in 1859. He joined 
the Italian forces as a private, but 
before he had entered a campaign 
was called by the Count. Cavour 
to act as his private secretary. Under Gen. 
La Marmora, in 1866, he acted as Secretary on 
the staff, and later filled the office of Secretary- 
General of War. His first diplomatic mission 
was to the Spanish Court, where he was very 
popular, and subsequently he went as Minister 
tothe Court of the King of the Belgians. 
Baron Blanc was then sent as Envoy Extraor- 
dinary and Minister Plenipotentiary to the 
United States, presenting his credentials on 
Nov. 12, 1875, since which date be has carried on 
the duties of the Italian Legation without a 
pause. Baron Blanc has been decorated with 
about twenty orders from various sovereigns of 
Europe. He is a Commander of the Order of 
St. Maurice and St. Lazarus, has a Grand Cross 
of the Crown of Italy. and has the Spanish 
Order of Isabel the Catholic.

Wasuincron, D. C., May 11.—The Republic- 
ans have consulted Speaker Randall in reference 
to opportunities which will be afforded them to 
offer an amendment to any resolution which 
may come from the Democratic side looking to 
an investigation of Electoral matters. He 
has agreed that they sball have such 
an opportunity, no matter what shape a resolu- 
tion from the Democratic side may take; 
whether it is presented asa question of privi- 
lege or as an independent proposition under a 
suspension of the rule. The Speaker holds 
that the question is of such a character that the 
minority has aright to have such propositions 
as it chooses to supmit, either by way of an 
amendment or substitute, passed upon by the 
House, and he will either rule that these propo- 
sitions can be accepted as an amendment, 
or, in case they are not acceptea, he 
will recognize whoever presents a proposition 
from the Republicans immediately after they 
vote upon a Democratic proposition under the 
two-thirds rule, so that the Republicans shall 
have an opportunity of a vote in the House. In 
accordance with this understanding, Hale, of 
Maine, has drawn upa resolution at consider- 
able length reciting what the Republicans 
maintain they can provein regard to the at- 
tempted Democratic frauds in Louisiana and 
Florida, and also in Oregon, and probably in 
Banning's district in Ohio. This proposition 
will be presented inthe House as an amend- 
ment to the Democratic resolution, provided 
this matter is finaliy brought in.

THE INTER-STATE COMMERCE BILL. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasnixorox, D. C., May 11.—Comparatively 
little progress was made to-day with the bill re- 
garding inter-State commerce, beyond reaching 
a point where general debate was closed and 
the bill thrown open for amendments. It was 
opposed on two grounds: First, by several 
Western members, who argued that it was hos- 
tile to the interests of the agricultural class and 
in the interest of the great railroad monopolies 
of the country. Mr. Potter, of New York, op- 
posed it on the old Democratic idea of denying 
the right of the General Government to inter- 
fere to regulate commerce as proposed by the 
pending bill. The chief amendment adopted 
this afternoon was one forbidding railroad com- 
panies from combining against river routes, and 
raising their tariff at a time when the rivers are 
closed by ice. Atdo’clock it was contended 
that under the arrangement by which the bill 
became a special order, the previous question 
was to be ordered at that time. Had this been 
done it would have resulted in the defeat of the 
bill, as many pending amendments would have 
been cut off. Reagan, however, agreed that if 
the previous question was reached when the 
bill came tp again, he would ask to have the 
main question ordered, and then to reconsider 
that vote, end thus throw the bill open to 
amendment 

MAIL CLASSIFICATION.

To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Geneva Lake, Wis., May 9.—Itis stated that 
the phonograph works entirely by mechanical 
force ; that the vibrations of the disk are conveyed 
by the point to tin-foil, where indentations are 
made corresponding to the vibrations of the disk.

The Poverty of India. 
London Kaminer. 

India has been for half a century too poor 
even to bear the slight cost of developing her 
own resources. The grand mistake we have 
made has been in ruling her as if she were an 
El Dorado of romance instead of the famine- 
stricken, pauperized Empire of reality. What 
wealth there is exists in the hands of the few, 
of whom tbe majority are foreigners. But the 
public burdens and the cost of Government are 
wrung from the penniless pockets of the poor, 
who, wulle they can bardly keep body and soul 
together, have been expected to pay for costly 
„improvements,“ involving liabilities that it 
would tax the energies of the richest States to 
meet. 

Twe milistones hang round the neck of the 
Indiav Empire—(1) ever increasing debt, (2) 
constantly recurring deficits. When the Com- 

any handed over the country to the Crown in 
858 the debt of India was 450,500, 000. It is 
now £234,000,000. In 1858 the charge for inter- 
est on the debt was 42.500, 000. It is now over 
£11,000,000; and allowing that railways and 
canals clear off nominally about £3,700,000, we 
have still an anaual debt-charge to be met out 
of the taxes of £7,300,000. Of course it is said 
that this huge debt has conferred benefits 
on India in the shape of public works, 
Of the railways We may safely say they 
were built on an e€travagant gauge, which even 
a rich country like England could not have af- 
forded, and that, when they are not a dead loss, 
they pay 34 per centum o 
dividend guaranteed by the State. The very 
improvement in their business is due to the 
famine traffic. 

As to the irrigation works, they are a dead 
loss. In Bengal alone the Joss on these schemes 
im 1875-1876 was £203,700, and that, too, when 
only £4,072,742 was spent by way of outlay. 
Even Sir John Strachey dares not conjecture 
what the loss will be when the outlay reaches, 
as under the existing system it must, £8,000,000.

Nothing Further Ascertained Regard- 
ing His Shortcomings. : 


No Criminal Prosecution---The Coal 


Firm to Be Dissolved. 


The terrible revelations in regard to the defalca- 
tion in the accounts of Asa D. Waldron, Treasurer 
of the Village of Hyde Park, which were made in 
yesterday's Tripune, agitated the suburban village 
from centre to circumference, and created a fee 
ing of profound distrust in the minds of all the 
citizens. It is not, therefore, surprising that at 
the adjourned meeting of the Board of Trustees, 
which took place yesterday afternoon at the 
Village-Hall, there was a large attendance, for it 
was felt that the time had come when the misera- 
ble petty jealousies and the wire-pulling, shown 80 
plainly at the previous meeting, must be dropped, 
and that the Board must at once elect a man to Gil 
the office which Waldron has disgraced. 

. THE CAUCUS. 

At 1 o'clock a caucus was held at the residence 
of John I. Bennett, on Washington avenue, by 
the Board. All members were present, and, after 
discussing the Treasurer's. defalcation, they took 
upthe names of those proposed for the office and 
discussed them, William H. Rand and Judge H. N. 
Hivobard being brought into the field, as well as the 
names of Compson, Clark, and Follansbee, who 
have been candidates. These five men were dis- 
cussed pro and con, some of the members thiuking 
it necessary to have as Treasurer a man of wealth, 
and not engaged in speculating. As the Board 
were not agreed, they did not cast any vote. The 
rest of the afternoon was taken up in discussing 
salaries, some of which were to be cut down and 
others maintained in their present state. 

THE MEETING ; 
was called to order at 4:15 p. m. by President 
Bennett. ‘There wasa full Board present, consist- 
ing of Messrs. Bennett, Greer, Wright, Potter, 
Beck, and Coy. Among those present were John

The sureties ofered are H. Vanderbilt, J. B. Cal- 
honn, G. 8. Ingraham, and J. H. Rees. The 
reason for requiring so large a bond is because the 
Comptroller collects the water rates, amounting 
to about $18, 000 per aunum. 

A REPORT BY THE COMPTROLLER, 
which was presented at a previous meeting and 
then referred, was again read. In view of the re- 
cent developments, it forms interesting reading, 
and is herewith appended: 

In purauance of the resolution of the Board of Trus- 
tees adopted April 11. 1878, I have received the vouch- 
er of A. D. Waldron, Esg., Treasurer, covering par- 
ment made by him since June 1, 1877, the date of his 
last adjustment of accounts with the viliage, and have 
compared each item with his cash-book and report 
made to the Board, and find the amounts 
shown by his report have been paid by him. 
I have not been able to verify his recetpts from 
the Village and Township Collector or the County 
Treasurer, and otherwise for want of time. I have ar- 
ranged for this verification, and wili furnish the result 
as carly as practicable. My examination shows that his 
accounts of receipts and paymentsare very neatly and 

rfectly kept. The record of tax-certificates and tax- 
ceeds kept by him has not been duplicated, and has not 
been examined, which should be done in connection 
with the ascertainment of the state of his account with 
the village. 

COMPTROLLER BOWEN 

said that he had made an effort to ascertain the 
full facts as to the amount due, and that Waidron’s 
suboriinates nad shown themselves ex- 
tremely reluctant to afford him such in- 
formation as he required, It appeared 
that on the face of the returns the amount due was 
$60, 000, and that $17,552 had not been credited, 
this last amount having been paid in by Mr. Ham- 
iiton. The Comptroller had ascertained that the 
sum due to the village from the Treasurer was 
$75. 129. 

Mr. Wright, of the Finance Committee, reported 
that he bad visited Mr. Waldron and asked aim for 
a statement. Waldron replied that he knew he 
was in trouble and, pressed upon the subject, said 
that there was a balance of 000 against him. 
It appeared, however, that the amount actually 
due by Waldron to the village was between $72, 000 
and $73,000. Waldron (as stated in yesterday's 
TRriBuNe) declined to go into details. 

CHAIRMAN BENNETT 
then gave a history of the affair in manner and 
form as related in these columns yesterday, and 
tried his best to let down the defaulter easily. He 
explained that the wor 4 which had ensued after 
the discovery was caused by the wien of the Board 
to allow Waldron a chance to pay up, and he was 
satisfied that Waldron had not consulted his best 
friends about the matter, but failen into the hands 
of evil advisers. 

* A TREASURER ELECTED. 
On motion of Mr. Wright, the Board then pro- 
ceeded to ballot fora Treasurer. On the first and 
second ballots Messrs. E. G. Clark, G. A. Follane- 
bee, and H. B. Compson each received two votes. 
On the third ballot Compson gained one and Clark 
feli off. Mr. Wright then withdrew Mr. Comp- 
son's name and nominated W. H. Rand, of the firm 
of Rand, McNally & Co. On the succeeding ballot 
Follansbee received three votes, Rand two, and 
Clark one. On the fifth and decisive ballot Rana 
reseived four votes, while the others only scored 
one apiece, and he was accordingly declared 
elected. 

Mr. Wright suggested that the newly-elected 
Treasurer should prepare his bond as early as pos- 
sible and have it ready for presentation to the 
Board Wednesday afternoon. The Chair said that 
he believed it would be perfectly legal to ac- 
cept a temporary bond. A recess of five minutes 
was then taken, during which time the Trusteees 
and others congratulated themselves on having 
secured @ man on whom they could unite. When 
the Board again came to order it was only to ad- 
journ until 7:30 p. m. 

But the Board did not get together again at the 
appointed time, or within an hogr of it. The hail 
was packed full of anxious citizens, most of whom 
appeared to approve the new\gppointment. It 
turned oat, however, that a grievous one 
ment was in store for all concerned, for Mr. Ran 
absolutely declined to act.

Louis H. Keene, a member of the weli known 
coal firm of Waldron, Niblock & Co., yes- 
terday filed a bill against his partners, A. D. Wal- 
dron, J. G. Niblock, H. Zimmerman, and 
John 8. Alexander, asking for an accounting and 
dissolution of the firm. 

In May, 1871. A. D. Waldron entered into co- 
partnership with Niblock, Zimmerman & Co., 
afterward Niblock, Zimmerman & Alexander. of 
Indiana, under the firm name of Waldron, Nibloc« 
& Co., for the purpose of dealing in coal here. 
Waldron was to have a balf interest, 
and Niblock, Zimmerman & Co. a 
half interest, and Waldron was to 
receive a salary of $1,800 @ year, to be paid out of 
the profits of the business. Niblock, Zimmerman 
& Co. were to furnish coal at the market price, or 
at such price as might be agreed on. The origina! 
arrangement was fora year, but it was continued 
from time to time until May, 1877, when com- 
plainant, formerly an employe, was admitted to 
the firm under a veroal arrangement. In October 
last he was formally admitted toa tenth interest. 
the new Pr that his profit should be 
at least 81. „ his former salary, and the bust - 
ness has been since carried on under this arrange - 


ment. 

No full and complete settlement has ever been 
made since 1871, and the firm a@airs are now in an 
unsettled condition. Waldron for several months 
has been suffering from illness and unable to at- 
ted to business, and the remaining members of 
the firm are unable to agree among themselves the 
terms of settlement. The firm owes some debts 
and has a large amount of property which needs 
immediate care. Keene therefore asks for an ac- 
count, the dissolution of the firm, and the ap- 
pointmentment of a Receiver. By consent of all 
parties Judge Williams immediately appointed B. 
F. Crosby Receiver under a bond for $10, 000.

A REMINISCENCE OF LINCOLN. 
Leagan County (I.) Republican. 

While at Blue Grass the other day, we heard 
from the venerable Mr. James Gordon the fol- 
lowing reminiscence of Abraham Lincoln, which 
we do not remember ever to have seen in print: 

Many years ago there was a session of the 
Circuit Court at Old Postville, the then county- 
seat, Judge Treat, the present United 
States District Judge, presided. There 
were present Lincoln, Ferguson and a 
number of other prominent lawyers. The 
water at the hotel where the lawyers and 
jurymen boarded was very poor, and, it being 
the month of August, Mr. coln, who was not 
very well, especially complained of it, and one 
day expressed to Mr. Gordon, who was present 
as Foreman of the Grand Jury, a great desire 
fora good watermelon,—declaring that, if he 
could only have a watermelon to eat, he could 
get along without drinking water at all. Mr. 
Gordon thereupon invited Mr. Lincoin to go 
home and spend the night with him,—promis- 
ing to fill his buggy with melons enough to 
last him during court. Mr. Lincoln at 
once accepted the invitation, and asked Judge 
Treat to call no case in which he was interested 
that afternoon, promising to be back by 9 
o’clock next morning. When the nature of Mr. 
Lincoln’s visit became known, a number of 
other lawyers approved the idea, and were 
cordially invited to go along. Finally Judge 
Treat himself concluded to accept the invita- 
tion, as some absent witnesses were not ex- 
pected till the next morning. Court was ac- 
cordingly adjourned till 9 o’clock next 
morning, and the party, some eight or nine 
in number, set out in their buggies for Mr. 
Gordon’s, some ten miles distant. On the wa 
out was a wide pond, through which the roa 
generally ppased, but which at this time was so 
mirv as to be almost impassable, the travel be- 
ing turned round for some distance. As the 
party drove up, they discovered that an un- 
fortunate mover, not apprehending the nature 
of the case, had attempted to drive through 
the slough, and had mired down, 
some distance from shore. The poor fellow 
was standing in the mud and water up to his 
knees, and trying in vain toget his team—two 
yoke of oxen—to move. is wife and two 
daughters were in the wagon, unable to render 
assistance and unable to get te land. Their 
distress was indeed great. The party of law- 
yers were proceeding to drive quietly round the 
slough on their way, when Mr. Lincoln, whose 
buggy was benind, called to the rest and asked 
them if they were going to leave the poor emi- 
grant in that fix. They replied that they did 
not see how they could render him any assist- 
ance, the mud being so deep that 
the idea of driving or wading in was out of the 
question. Old Abe declared he could not 
pass aman in that condition, and accordingly 
alighted from his buggy, pulled off his coat 
and boots, and rolled up his pants to the 


furthest extent his long legs would permit. 


The curiosity and mirth of the crowd were 
naturally somewhat excited by this time, and 
greatly increased when Old Abe plunged 
boldly into the slough and waded out to the 
wagon. He took command of the forces, 
and first straightened the team ready 
for action. He then took up the whip. 

Nov,“ said he to the man, you go round 
on the other side, and, when 1 give the word, 
pull off your hat and yeli as you never did be- 
fore.“ At a given signal the poor fellow raised 
an awful yell, and Old Abe,—raising on high 
bis long arms, came down on those tough 
brutes with such warps as they had never be- 
fore encountered. The whole team simulta- 
neously sprang forward, and, distancing the 
drivers, not ouly reached the shore, but 
full some distance before they stop- 
ped. Lincoln, surrendering the 
whip proprietor, waded to 
a tuseick, and, washing himself off, came qui- 
etly tothe shore. Such shouts of laughter as 
greeted this performance, Mr. Gordon thinks 
e never beard. As Old Abe proceeded to 
dress himself, he remarked, ‘** Those people are 
oipg to the far West, and by-and-by will have 
a home; and should I ever pass their way, 
tired and bungry, I imagine they would divide 
their last loaf of bread with me. * e,

The 
proceedings on the 3d of July will partake 
principally of a solemn character, consisting of 
commemorative hymns and orations, and on 
the Fourth there will be a grand procession, 
followed in the evening by a display of fire- 
works, illuminating the Susquehanna River 
from Campbell's Ledge to Nanticoke, a distance 
of twenty miles, by a line of boats burning tar

Assassination, the bugbear of all mon- 
archs, came very near the Emperor of 
Germany yesterday afternoon. As he was 
riding in his carriage along the famous 
avenue, Unter den Linden, in Berlin, several 
shots from a revolver were fired at him. It 
is now in order for his Imperial Majesty, 
Francis Joserpx of Austria, to re- 
turn the congratulations which Kaiser 
Wirinerm extended to him some years 
ago when a like circumstance and 
an equally narrow escape befell him in 
the parade-ground on the Ring-strasse in 
Vienna. The Austrian Emperor erected a 
church on the spot in commemoration of 
his escape from death. 


The English papers are so seldom success- 
ful in discussing American affairs that when 
they do happen to strike a key-note the ac- 
cident is worthy of attention. The Com- 
munistic sensation in Chicago is just now 
being talked about in London. The Lon- 
don Tunes of yesterday contained an edito- 
rial upon the subject, pointing out 
that, while it might be the weak- 
ness of nations like America to tol- 
erate all sorts of experiments in 
political organization, it was their strength 
to be able to survive them, to profit by their 
success, and to be little the worse for their 
failure. There is undoubtedly much solid 
truth in this conclusion. It is not probable 
that Communism will ever break out into 
open violence, but, even ‘if it should, 
what could it accomplish? The wave 
would pass over the land, and, beyond a 
temporary damage to property, Mere could 
be no important results from the inundation. 
There is nothing to break down, nothing to 
improve, no tyranny to be overthrown, no 
free government to be established. As 
the Times well says: The fabric of 
American society is so strong that it 
can sustain with little or no injury 
shocks which would be fatal to weaker 
and more effete constitutions.” Communism 
at the worst could only succeed in destroying 
a few lives, in burning a few houses, and in 
obstructing for a time the ordinary course of 
business in the cities. It could effect no 
radical or lasting changes, could accomplish 
no great reform, could not, in short, rise to 
the level of a revolution. 

THE CITY SCRIP. 

The meeting at the Council-Room on Fri- 
day afternoon had for its purpose a most de- 
sirable end. It was to promote the circula- 
tion of the city scrip, that the city might 
experience financial relief, and that the 
payees of this scrip, mostly persons in needy 
circumstances, might have some means of 
supporting themselves and families. The 
validity of the scrip has now been affirmed 
by two Courts: first, by the decision of 
Circuit Judges WILIA, McALiisTer, 
Boorn, and Rogzrs; and, second, by the 
Appellate Court of three Judges. The con- 
current opinion of these seven Judges, who 
are esteemed the equals in all respects 
of any similar number of Judges in the State, 
ought to be sufficient to warrant any person 
of means in taking this scrip in payment of 
debts and in exchange for merchandise. 
The city has been unable to pay out much of 
this paper yet, and, with the exception of a 
few thousand dollars turned over to a few of 
the police and the firemen, the entire ex- 
penditures of the city since the ist of 
January last remain unliquidated. Abou 
1,500 persons—teachers, policemen, firemen, 
clerks, mechanics, laborers, and dealers 
—have had nothing for their services since 
New-Year’s Day. They are necessarily 
in debt for coal, rent, or board, 
clothes, groceries, meats, vegetables, medi- 
cines, gas or oil, and such other articles 
as are necessary for themselves and 
families. Not one dollar have they 
had; everything they need they have to 
obtain on credit, with the inevitable addition 
of price because of that fact. For four 
months they have been living in this way, 
and credit at the retail stores is nearly, if 
not wholly, exhausted, because, if for no 
other reason, of the inability of the retailers 
to carry such an aggregate of debt. If whole- 
sale grocers will aceept scrip from retailers 
the holders of the scrip can find ready dis- 
position of the paper in paying their indebt- 
edness. If wholesale dry-goods houses, and 
druggists, and shoe dealers will do the 
same there will be an immediate market 
created for the scrip. Land-owners who 
have taxes to pay can use this scrip Decem- 
ber next for that purpose, and they should 
accept it in payment of rent from all city 
officers. A number of gentlemen have imi- 
tated the creditable example of ex-Ald. Krag, 
and have each agreed to cash the scrip of a 
certain number of firemen. Others have 
done the same thing in the case of police- 
men; but these actions, however commenda- 
ble, are but partial expedients. What is 
needed is such general acceptance of the 
paper as will give it a current market value 
in exchange for commodities as- well as in 
cash. Thescrip must be adopted in busi- 
ness 60 as to pass currently at a substantial 
value. that the city may not only be 
able to discharge its indebtedness, but the 
receivers of the scrip have an opportunity to 
use their scanty earnings. There are four 
months’ wages or salaries due these people ; 
they have no other means of living save their 
monthly earnings. In January next the city 
taxes will be payable, for which purpose 
these orders will be available. It is not an 
appeal of pauperism ; these men and women 
have earned their wages; they have no other 
source of income. What is asked is that 
those who have taxes to pay next January 
will take now as much of this scrip as will 
pay those taxes, and thus give relief toa 
large number of persons who, m spite of 
their fidelity and labor, are subjected to an 
enforced poverty which is oppressive. We 
trust the movement begun on Friday even- 
ing will be continued, and that all classes of 
persons who have the means will so combine 
and unite as to give to this scrip a current 
marketable value, and enable the city to 
relieve itself of its obligations to those who 
serve it and supply it with labor and ma- 
terials. | 

We need not again present the reasoning 
why the city has the legal power to issue 
this scrip. The decisions of the two Courts, 
acting separately, and the unanimity of 
the several Judges, should be considered 


city from any repetition of the present em- 


barrassing state of circumstances. Our 
trouble is, that we cannot enforce the collec- 
tion of any year’s taxes until ten months after 
the fiscal year has expired. Our fiscal year, 
for which taxes are levied, begins twenty- 
one months before the city can collect the 
tax necessary to pay that year’s current ex- 
penses! Without money, scrip is necessary ; 
but scrip not bearing interest becomes dis- 
credited in the market. Whatever may be the 
result of the attempt to float the scrip this 
year, it is certain that it can never be done 
again. People will not again take scrip, and 


| therefore none can be issued. There must be 


‘something done to bring the beginning of 
the fiscal year and the gollection of taxes, 
now twenty-one months apart, mach closer 
together. The tax of each year must be 
wholly collected within the year. To bring 
this about, the beginning of the fiscal 
year» must be advanced on the one 
hand, and the date when the collec- 
tion of taxes can be enforced must 
be brought forward on the other. The 
present condition of affairs ca.. no longer be 
sustained. If the fiscal year were made to be- 
gin in April, then the taxes of that year 
could, by legislation, be made collectable be- 
fore the next April. The Legislature will 
meet in January next ; and if a half-dozen in- 
telligent and competent men could be in- 
duced to serve in that body they could ac- 
complish much to enable the city to escape 
from the wretched entanglement in which it 
must remain bound while attempting to do 
an exclusively cash business on credit, with- 
out having any credit. 

The City Council, which seems after all to 
be within the control of prudent, sensible, 
and conservative men, can do much to bring 
about achange. In fact, itis no longer a 
matter of discretion or a question of chojce 
of policy. It is one of imperative e 
demanding firm, intelligent, and decisive ac- 
tion; and the Council should have the 
courage to meet the emergency with what- 
ever measures may be required by the cir- 
cumstances and condition of the city. 
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THE ONLY DANGER OF COMMUNISM. 

It is useless to disguise the fact that the 
business men of Chicago are considerably 
alarmed at the possibility of trouble with the 
Communists this coming summer or fall. 
This is probably as true of every other large 
city in the country as itis of Chicago. There 
are about the same grounds of apprehension 
in New York, Philadelphia, Pittsburg, Balti- 
more, Cleveland, Indianapolis, Louisville, Mil- 
waukee, St. Louis, and Cincinnati as here. If 
the leaders and spokesmen of the discon- 
tented classes can find any gratification in 
having produced this uneasiness they must 
temper their joy with the knowledge that 
this condition disturbs trade. and that every 
new disturbance only postpones a revival of 
business, which alone can furnish relief to 
the unemployed. The apprehension which 
has been excited by the public utterances of 
avowed Communists, by the rumors of secret 
arming and drilling, and by the continued 
distress among the poorer classes, must not 
be confounded with any doubt or fear 
as to the result of any vivient demon- 
stration of the Communists, There 
is not an intelhgent man im Chicago 
who does not feel confident that, in case of 
riot, the Communists will be put down far 
more summarily than they were last fall. 
Indeed, there are few citizens that expect 
that there will be any conflict involving a 
serious loss of life or destruction of property. 
The dread, suggested by the experience of 
last year, is that there will be sufficient 
trouble to further impair confidence and 
interrupt business. The evil effects of last 
year’s riots outlived the riots themselves, 
and for many weeks there was a business 
and social depression that involved serious 
losses, and especially increased the hardships 
of the unemployed classes. 

We think no violence need be anticipated 
from the Chicago Communists without some 
special temptation. We do not believe that 
any number of men are organizing with the 
purpose of opening war upon property 
rights, though such a war is the aim of all 
men who are Communists in principle. But 
the number of these is limited to some 
foreigners who, in this city at least, are rather 
blowhards and blatherskites than menof des- 
perate and fanatical courage. We do not 
believe there is good reason to apprehend 
that a certain number of armed loafers 
will rendezvous at a certain time and place 
with the purpose of attacking, or even 
threatening, property. To dothis, the Com- 
munists would be obliged to enlist the crim- 
inal classes, and the very first demonstration 
would encounter an overwhelming opposition 
from city and State, from civil and military 
forces, and lead first tosevere suppression and 
afterwards to vigorous prosecution and pun- 
ishment. We scarcely think there will be a re- 
sort to meetings or processions of a formida- 
ble nature. The only serious danger will 
arise through a general strike, or a series of 
strikes, which would afford the Communists 
and vicious classes the same opportunity 
given them by the railroad strike of last 
year. There is little doubt that the des- 
perate and vicious classes are more 
reckless, and the Communists them- 
selves are better organized and armed to 
take advantage of such a situation 
than they were last year. It is the knowl- 
edge of these facts that should promote the 
exercise of all reasonable restraint against 
the precipitation of strikes and labor troubles, 
and at the same time teach the necessity of 
making every preparation by the police, by 
the Courts, by the Governor of the State, 
and by the militia for the prompt suppression 
of any riot that may occur, and the condign 
punishment of the leaders thereof. 

If our conclusions about this matter be 


correct, then the situation is in the hands— 


not of the Communists nor the roughs, but 
of the workingmen themselves. The past 
year has not brought as much relief to the 
hard times as was expected. Neither prop- 
erty-values, nor business affairs, nor public 
confidence warrants any demand for better 
wages or more general employment during 
the coming summer. Such being the fact, 
strikes and labor demonstrations of every 
description will only make matters worse. 
They will be equivalent, in the present con- 
dition of things, to a menace of Communism. 
If they shall lead up to an actual 
conflict, that conflict will leave matters more 
depressed than they are now, just as the riots 
of last year seriously retarded business and 
impaired confidence. Any new distress that 
may grow out of riots will fall most heavily 
upon the labor classes, and the working- 
men who are now earning a scanty living. 
It is of no avail to appeal to the judgment of 
fanatics who believe in the common distri- 
bution of property, or to the moral sense of 
the loafers, tramps, roughs, and thieves who 
live in idleness or by plunder. But this 
statement of the case is not addressed to 
either of these two classes. They stand 
ready, under all circumstances, to take ad- 
vantage of any condition that will afford 
them an opportunity to revel, riot, murder.

possibly benefit their own condition. The 
laboring classes, after last year’s experience, 
can scarcely imagine that anything is to be 
gained by giving countenance to a mob, and 
they are the people whoshould first set their 
faces against the Communists and roughs ; 
the laboring classes should refuse to give the 
vicious and idle classes the slightest excuse 
for an outbreak. 

The dangers of Communism are, essen- 
tially local. No man with a grain of sense, 
no man with the smallest knowledge of the 
history of civilization, no man who has been 
an observer of human nature in any walk of 
life, can believe for a moment that the 
theories of Communism can ever be formu- 
lated into Government. It is not reasonable 
to suppose that there are a fraction of men 
among all who rank as Communistic leaders 
that have the smallest hope of an ultimate 
realization of their professed scheme of 
confiscation, of common property, com- 
mon labor, common and universal equal- 
ity in condition and authority, in social, 
and business, and Government relations, 
The delusion is kept before ignorant 
and weak-minded people as a means 
for securing their co-operation in politics, or 
a tacit consent to local and temporary mob- 
rule. All the combined efforts of all the 
Communists of all the large ‘cities of the 
world do not constitute a force which 
any Government may not laugh at, 
as far as ultimate success is concerned. The 
only danger is that common to all mobs— 
destruction of life and property, and subse- 
quent depression of business and industry in 
places where they occur. Every community 
must rely mainly upon its own resources for 
battling with such a mob. The General Go¥-. 
ernment does nothing in the way of repres- 
sion, and can do nothing so long as it main- 
tains on scant rations a mere skeleton of an 
army. The State Governments, as a rule, are 
not prepared to offer the immediate assist- 
ance necessary, because they do not main- 
tain militia forces large enough to terrify the 
mob forces. Yet nothing is more certain on 
earth than that every mob will be dispersed ; 
that any attack on property will be success- 
fully resisted; and that the non-property- 
owning classes will be the greatest and the 
longest sufferers from any violence which 
they may incite. There is no community in 
the land where the mob element is not the 
weaker, even though ostensibly and tempo- 
rarily countenanced by the laboring classes. 
No new demonstration of this certainty 
ought to be necessary to deter the working- 
men from inciting or approving any out- 
break in their name. The knowledge of 
certain defeat, and the possibility of pun- 
ishment or death, will not restrain the 
roughs and thieves of large cities, for, hav- 
ing nothing to lose, they will take their 
chances in order to revel for a day or 
two in a carnival of violence and) plun- 
der; but the honest poor—the people 
who work and expect to work for 
a living—have nothing to hope from 
such an outbreak except increased hardship 
and suffering. It is in the power of this 
class to prevent a mob demonstration in 
Chicago and elsewhere by mere self-restraint. 
If they shall fail to do so, they will suffer 
more severely, and the mob-classes will be 
punished more summarily, than last year. 
If it shall be necessary to again establish 
personal and property rights by opposing 
force to violence, the responsible classes 
here and elsewhere will demand and assert 
retribution for their terror and their losses. 


VERA SASSULITCH. 

‘The history of Vera Sassutrren, the 
would-be Russian CHANLO TT Corpay, is full 
of romance, and at the same time indicates 
a remarkable change in popular sentiment in 
that Empire. Going back as far as 1867, a 
conspiracy was discovered at Moscow, in 
which a student by the name of Nercuarerr 
had been one of the leaders. After shooting 
the man who had betrayed him, Netcnarerr 
fled to Switzerland. The police arrested his 
supposed accomplices in every direction, 
among them his sister. Vrra SasswLrron, 
then a ponte yi 17, was an intimate 
friend of this sistef, and for no other reason 
than because she was an intimate friend she 
was thrown into prison and kept there for 
two years. She was released in 1869, but a 
few days afterward she was again arrested 
upon no charge and reincarcerated. She 
was released again, and was again arrested, 
and this time was hurried off into Eastern 
Russia, nearly perishing with cold on the 
way. From time to time her place of im- 
prisonment was changed, and in the nine 
years of her captivity she traveled all over 
the Eastern part of the Empire. At last, 
in 1876, she was set free. She had been ar- 
rested as a school-girl. She was now a 
woman of 26, and the very flower of her life 
had been spent within prison walls, with no 
charge against her. She was the viotinf of 
an absolute and cruel caprice. For a year 
she lived in retirement, nursing her wrongs 
and brooding over plans of revenge. Last 
July she read in the papers that a political 
prisoner, named Bocoiinsorr, had been 
sentenced by Gen. Treporr, the Chief of 
Police of St. Petersburg, to receive twenty- 
five lashes for some trifling act of insubordi- 
nation, and that the punishment had been 
administered in an unnecessarily cruel man- 
ner. As the unfortunate man was already 
under sentence of perpetual banishment to 


Siberia, with hard labor in the mines, the 
barbarity of Treporr aroused wide-spread | 


indignation. To Vera Sassvunitca, who 
had already suffered nine years without 
offense, or even legal charge against 
her, his case seemed but an echo of 
her own, and she made it personal. 
She saw no possibility of redress for Boao. 
LInBorr, who was already civilly dead. His 
offense was so slight—merely the failure to 
salute Gen. Treporr—that she determined 
to avenge herself and him at one blow. 
Through the medium of a friend, she pro- 
cured a revolver, sought an interview with 
Taxrorr upon the pretense of presenting a 
petition, visited him in his reception-room, 
and shot him, inflicting a wound that nearly 
proved mortal. 

After accomplishing her purpose, Verna 
SassutircH made no effort to escape. She 


was arrested and brought to trial, and she 


made no pretense of denying the facts. She 
did not deny that she shot ‘Trerorr, but, 
after considerable inducement by her coun- 
sel, she partially assented to their plea that 
her object was not so much to kill Tazrorr 
as to call public attention to his brutalities, 
At the same time she modified that plea 
with the personal declaration that it 
would have made no difference to her if 
she had killed him. Her case was

before a large crowd. The jury was | 


dently feeling that if they declared her 
guilty she would suffer new tortures at the 
hands of her former persecutors. The 
crowd in the court-room burst out in demon- 
strations of enthusiasm, which the Court 
could not check. The multitudes in the 
streets of St. Petersburg answered with jubi- 
lant shouts, and Vera Sassvucitcg and her 
advocate were carried to their homes in 
triumph. She is now in concealment among 
her friends, and will probably have to leave 
Russia, as her acquittal cannot save her 
from being hurried into exile, as she was 
before, upon an “administrative order,” 
which may be issued at any time without 
cause. 

The history of this case presents one 
astonishing feature. It is hardly yet pos- 
sible to comprehend that a jury could be 
found in Russia who would unanimously and 
without discussion acquit a person who had 
attempted to assassinate a tyrannical Gov- 
ernment functionary, and that the police 
should be afraid to rearrest her on account 
of popular sentiment, which might break 
out into revolution. It shows, however, that 
the Nihilist spirit of Russia, which in France 
would be called the Revolutionary Idea, has 
rapidly gained ground, and that it has taken 
hold not only of the lower but also of the 
upper classes, until it has imbued them with a 
positive hatred of tyranny and an equally 
positive sympathy for the victims of that 
tyranny. It is a warning to the Russian 
oligarchy that tyranny and cruelty to indi- 
viduals may be carried so far as to produce a 
revolution, which at the present time would 
be a fatal blow to the Empire. More than 
all else, the case of Vera SassuLrron shows 
the progress of reform and free institutions 
in Russia. There never has been a time be- 
fore when Vera SassUuLrronꝝ could have been 
tried by a jury. She would have been exe- 
cuted or hurried to Siberia without trial, and 
the world would never have heard of her 
again. e verdict of acquittal was the first 
blow wich absolutism, in the form of an 
irresponsible personal tyranny, has received 
in Russia, and it is a warning which, it may 
well be believed, the Government will con- 
sider. 
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THE CENTENARY OF VOLTAIRE. 
The one-hundreth anniversary of the death 
of Vorrat is to be celebrated in Paris on 
the 30th of this month. Pains have been 
taken to make the celebration distinct and 


aggressive by excluding from it all mention of 


RovssEav, who died within a month of Vor- 
rams, but who was less conspicuous for 
hostility to the Church, though more en- 
veloped in the reputation of an immoral life. 
The design is to make an issue between the 
Cigrical and anti-Clerical parties in France. 
The fact that the name of VoLrams should 
be used as a watchword in such a strife aptly 
illustrates his place in history. His work is 
not completed, but his influence is still 
potent. His disciples are now a great 
political party, and the principal of secular- 
ism which he advocated has obtained lodg- 
ment, if not recognition, in the Govern- 
ment. 

VoLramz's life was divided into three 
epochs,—the residence in England, the visit 
to Berlin, and the life at Ferney. English 
influence was strong upon him after his 
exile. He owed, and posterity owes, a great 
deal to the Ch evalier pe Ronan for that En- 
glish residence. History records how young 
Rowan, meeting Vorramz at a great house, 
and being annoyed by the attention he re- 
ceived, cried out: Who is the young man 
who talks so loud?” My Lord,” responded 
the young man for himself, he is one who 
does not carry about a great name, but wins 
respect for the name he has.” For this bit 
of impertinence Dz Roman caused Vol rams 
to be caned. Vorram practiced with the 
small-sword, and challenged his persecutor. 
He was sent to the Bastille and finally exiled, 
to save the dignity or life of the illustrious 
Dz Rowan. In England he applied himself 
with unremitting industry to study. He 
mastered the language so thoroughly that 
he was able to write fair English 
poetry. He dived deep into the Newtonian 
mathematics and the Lockian philosophy, 
and drew inspiration from the school of En- 
glish deists. Botmyeproxe,” says Mr. 
Jo Moruey, “ was the direct progenitor of 
VoLraInE's opinions in religion, and nearly 
every one of the positive articles in Vor- 
rarnz's rather moderately-sized creed was 
held and inculcated by that brilliant and dis- 
ordered genius.” But Botrncsroxe’s revolt 
was distinctly against the rigidity of Prot- 
estant dogma and the intolerance of Pu- 
ritan discipline; hence VoLTarrnE was 
largely indebted to the errors of Protestant 
England for the weapons he used against 
Catholic France. Moreover, English politi- 
cal changes produced the Lockian rational- 
ism of the end of the seventeenth century, 
which was intended to justify the title of 
WI Lax and Mary, and which almost in- 
stantaneously extended from the region of 
metaphysics into the region of theology. 

In Berlin Vo.tTare got confirmation of his 
views, and a bitter personal experience which 
taught him to distrust humanity. The Great 
FREDERICK was irreligious from motives vastly 
different from those which controlled Vor- 
ramz. His infidelity was a product of self- 
ishness and absolutism. He had the morali- 
ty of a gross cynic and the vanity of a 
coxcomb, united with a genius for command 
which made him a General and a statesman. 
He believed in himself so fully that he could 
not believe in anything else. VonrTarre, on 
the other hand, believed in a broad human- 


‘ity which excluded obedience to any 


special authority. Conclusions arrived at 
by such different roads had nothing 
in common but their name, and 
could not long hold together natures so 
diverse. They separated with feelings of 
relief and settled hatred on both sides; and 
each perhaps was justified in holding a lower 
opinion of the other after the personal ac- 
quaintance than before it. 

Ferney was the quiet asylum that received 
Vourarme, and he lived there almost without 
a break for twenty years. There the famous 


altar was erected with the inscription; ‘‘ Deo 


erexit Vortame.” There also was an intel- 
lectual altar, still more notable, which 
smoked continually with the sacrifices of 
devout worshipers. His correspondence from 
Ferney was voluminous even foran age which 
delighted in letter-writing. He worked inces- 
santly during his whole residence there, some- 
times at the Encyclopedia, sometimes in main- 
taining the various controversies which his 
fame brought upon him. Hence originated 
the celebrated defense of Calas, who had 
been broken on the wheel for heresy, and 
whose family fled to Ferney for refuge, and 
the defense of La Bazzaz, who was burned 
at the stake. Here, also, was maintained the 


| warfare on Rovsszav. Is it any wonder 


that a place thus distinguished should be, in 
the opinion of modern Voltarians, cocse- 
crated ground, or that the project of a pil- 
grimage there should now be seriously 
entertained ? 

The Voltarian religion will never be fully 
understood until it is perceived how largely 
it ran into politics. Vorramz's shafts were 
aimed not at the Church, as we understand it, 
but at the errors of the Catholic Church, and 
not at the Catholic Church as a whole, but at 
the Catholic Church in France. He lived to 
see his followers surpass him in bitterness 
of invective, and to be called a bigot because 
he was a Deist. It is highly important, in 
forming an estimate of his character, to 
remember that he was a Deist. He did 
believe in one God. He attacked the abuses 
of the Church, and the ignorance and super- 
stition of the people; but he also held toa 
certain private belief which, in our day, 
would be esteemed, by comparison with the 
scientifie vagaries of InczRsoLt., Hut, or 
Darwin, comperatively tame. His warfare 
on the Church was not unprovoked, and did 
not result wholly in wrong. Though he did 
much to destroy belief in the inspiration of 
the Scriptures and the divine mission 
of Jxsus, he also helped to lift 
the people of France out of a slough 
of despondency, into which they had 
been thrown by spiritual tyranny and 
falsehood. He vindicated the ideas of 
religious liberty which Jeremy Tarior 
advocated in England; and, so far as 
he took common ground with that great 
divine, did a useful work. He did not mock 
at Holy Living or Dying. He wrote a pane- 
gyric of the English Quakers. What he at- 
tacked distinctly there was too often good 
reason to attack. The miracles of the Jan- 
senists, the breaking of Caras on the wheel, 
and the burning alive of La Barre were acts 
which he did right to protest against—in pro- 
testing against which he was fulfilling a mis- 
sion as sacred as that of any of his detract- 
ors. We do not attempt to conchal the 
characteristics which limited and impaired 
VotTarne’s usefulness. He was a scoffer. 
Cynicism had claimed him for its own. 
He cast a blight,” as one critic has well 
said, on the seriousness as well as on the 
superstitions of France.” He was impious 
and licentious, and he degraded the standard 
of life among the French by his affectation 
‘of refinement and his bold advocacy of free- 
dom from moral restraint. His habitual ir- 
reverence has tainted the French people to 
the present day. These faults ought neither to 
be forgotten nor glazed over ; but, while they 
are remembered, the student must remember 
too that Votrarre found a France in which he 
was forbidden to announce the great dis- 
covery of the law of gravitation, and left one 
just about to inaugurate that immense revo- 
lution in political, moral, and religious ideas, 
the beneficent effects of which are felt to- 
day throughout the civilized world. 


H VOICE WAS EVER SOFT.” 

Is it true that American women have “‘ bad 
voices”? The Rev. E. E. Harz declares 
that most American women talk with a 
shrill voice”; that to gain power they seek 
it by ‘‘sharpening the note or screaming, 
rather than by giving more volume.” His 
letter on the subject, addressed to Mrs. 
Ax N D. C. Harpy at Boston, read by her 
recently at a meeting of the Ladies’ Physio- 
logical Institute of that city, and reproduced 
in Tue Trrsunz of a late date, is very amus- 


ing. We quote the following passages: 


I remember at the great dining-saloon of the 
Bauer au Lac Hotel in Zurich, both the largest and 
finest dining- ball I ever saw, when 500 people were 
dining at once at their different tables, I could sin- 
gle out my own countrywomen in all parts of the 

all, no matter what their distance, by the shrill 
yell, more or less nasal, with which they sum-.

kin, or passed from pastry to ice-cream. Above 
the general roar of the buzz-buzz-buzz of 500 
voices in conversation, you could distinguish the 
war-cry of these eight or ten American women, as 
you distinguish signal rockets at night above a long 
and dark line of intrenchments.

If it were climate, you and 
Mrs. Sutru would speak with this clamor cry, as 
you do not. There may be a tendency that way in 
the climate, but the Indian women do not have this 
shriek; and such black women from the South as I 
have known have been apt to speak in what we 
should call a subdued contraito.

But it is 
at the voice of command evoked from the 
hardening processes of toil and Perseverance 
that the gates of these sterner avenues of 
life’s battle swing back upon their 
The black women of the South have been 
slaves for generations. Their voiwes ar 
attuned to obedience, to servility. The In. 
dian women are something lower than slaves, 
They are the bond servants of their hug. 
bands, and their voices are “gentle and 
low” from abject fear. 

The Reverend Doctor could not (to the ap. 
prehension of the American woman) hayes 
cited a more inapt illustration of that “ey. 
cellent thing in woman,” a voice gentle and 
low.” It is the soft voice that indicates sub. 
ordination, and for her who submits the 
American woman feels only contempt. Itis 
hardly too much to say that from the founds. 
tion of this Republic the women of Americ 
have been more respected and more cherished 
than the women of any other country on the 
face of the earth. The German householder 
sends his wife and his daughters into 
the field and makes them bear the 
coarsest burdens of life. The English 
man’s house is his castle, and he 
commands there as absolutely as a civil 
monarch. But in America the husband 
and father has ever borne a divided sway 
even in his own household. This division of 
authority was an experiment, and the result 
has been to bharden the voices of women, 
to make them shrill, —flt, in a word, for pub. 
lic speaking. In the schools the little . 
year-old girls have been told to “read up, 
to speak up,” and so fit themselves for 
every variety of contest with their brothers 
of the sterner sex. The experiment is still 
in progress, and the Rev. Dr. Hur fond 
anticipation of hearing American women 
speak in the black woman’s *‘ subdned com 
tralto” is doubtless far from realisation. 


As the sands of the political life of the 
Hon. W. P. Lrnpz, of Wisconsin, have about 
run out, it has occurred to that gentleman 
that probably his constituents would like te 
hear from him.

GO AS AN EDUCATIONAL CENTRE. 

It seems clear that sooner or later the ques- 
tion must be practically taken in hand whether 
the West shall not bave its own really great 

so located at the commercial centre as 
togive the needful command of this wide edu- 
ficld. We do not speak in disparage- 
ment of institutions already established when 


qe say that certain things in this direction 
yet to be done. We have not vet in 


to ask ourselves whether we are to have 
a school? and, if so, to consider what are 


means to that end. 

A university—ope really such—rightly located 
gpd efficiently conducted could not fail to bea 
vast power tor good in the wide region stretch- 

away from Chicago to the north, the west, 
and the south. Not to speak of what it should 
go directly in the service of education, it would 
pecome a centre of educational stimulus 
ei impulse to the whole West, while 


directing the scholariy spirit. The West has 
done great things already in education; it has 
won recognition, also, in classical and general 
fiterature; but its greatest works in these 
directions remain still to be undertaken. Is 
jt not time to begin planning and working on a 
larger scale! And can such plans appropriately 
centre anywhere else but in Chicago? 

It is understood that the founders of the 
University in our city contemplated a school 
with proportions such as we have intimated 
above. Not a college; not a college with one 
or two professional attachments, —but an iusti- 
tution growiug steadily to the measure of a 
university in the strict meaning of, that word. 
The building up of such institutions is, in this 
country, of necessity, a work of time. Even 
where some wealthy and generous benefactor, 
-gs in the case of the Johns Hopkins University 
at Baltimore, supplies the endowment, time, 
and patience, and the co-operation of many 
wise and willing workers, are needfui to a 
complete result. Even when buildings are 
reared, and library-shelves are filled, and all 
the appliances of scientific study and experi- 
ment are complete, there is still to be achieved 
that educational prestige and status which will 
enroll the name among the great universities of 
the world. How much more is all this true 
when there is no one wealthy benefactor to fur- 
nish endowment, and buildings, and library, and 

and whatever else is necessary to the 
highest order of educational work: when all 
this must be the fruit of awide co-operation, 
and that co-operation secured by patient and 
persevering appeal from manto man! It is a 
vast thing to do; yet in this, as in everv other 
case, there is a jirst thing which is always prac- 
ticable—and that is, to begin. 

We called attention recently to the efforts 
now on foot to place ina position of efficiency 
the University which has now for nearly twenty 
years borne our city name. This University has 
achieved considerable reputation as an institu- 
tion of learning. There have been various opin- 
fons as to the efficiency of its administration in 
time past, lu certain respects, but it has, during 
pearly the whole period of its history, had upon 
its Faculty men of national reputation. The 
writings of Dr. Boise and Dr. MaTaews rank 
high among scholars and in the literary world, 
White the alumni of the institution just! y feel that 
they have found in the classes of the University 


Yet when the utmost is said in these particulars 
that truth will warrant, it still remains to be 
said that the institution has by no means 
reached the standard contemplated by its 
founders. The question now presented to our 
citizens is, therefore, whether the present op- 
portunity shall be seized to take up this work

recent article upon this subject. We are glad 
to know that President ANDERSON and his co-la- 
borers meet with much encouragement in their 
appeal to the citizens of Chicago.

I thought that my reception. and treatment in 
Boston conld not be beaten, for no private citizen, 
in my humble judgment, and as they told me 
there, ever went to New England that wae received 
mote kindly than I was. As a man, & mere pri- 
vate citizen, a simple farmer, without weaith, un- 
heralded, as it were, and, I might say, personally 
unknown, I went into New England. I didn't 
know these people. No mancan know them un- 
less he goes home to their workshops, their 
schools, their colleges, their factories, and. above 
and beyond all, to their charitable institutions. 
And my reception in New York. and Washington, 
although one little thing—the color of my coat— 
wasn't right, yet, with that exception, it 
all went well. [Laughter.}) But here in 
Dlinois, afterall, Ifeel more at home. Here is 
thé old stamping-ground. Here is waere Douglas 
and I used to run about over the prairies, and here 
is this palatial hotel, which its proprietor has put 
at my disposal for myself and my frends. No- 
where else have I met with sach kindness. This 
beats them all. But laughing] what will I do 
when I go home «und get back to first principles? 
[Laughter.] I shall never forget a little incident 
about a man who has gone, and waom, I supposc, 
I can put in the dead-roll too. It was Aleck Field. 
Secretary of State, and when he got in 
nobody could get him out. After we 
changed the Constitution, we didn't even get 
bim out then. Well, once I went downto Shaw- 
neetown, having been appointed to investigate the 
case of a man named Rounds, and Aleck was 
appointed to defend. We happened to go on board 
a steamer while thhre, and there was a great lot of 
traders, and he and they got pretty drunk. But I 
will do him the justice to say that I never saw him 
beastly sober, or beastly drank, either. [Laugh- 
ter.] Then he called them up, made them a 
speech, which was splendia, and the Captain was 
delignted, ana gave him the freedom of the bar. 
And I tell you Aleck knew how to use 
the freedom of the dar. [Great lanugh- 
ter.] The thing went on gloriously. But 
as it was drawing to an end, Aleck came to me and 
said. But woat the —— will we do when we go 
to Kaskaskia and get back to first principles?” 
[Laughter.] AndIdothink that Kaskaskia was 
just about the most God-forsaken place on the 
face of the earth lever saw. [Renewed laughter. } 
So I don't know what I shalido after leaving this 
house and getting back to first principles. In con- 
clusion, my fellow-soldiers, I thank you and re- 
turn you my sincere and grateful acknowledze- 
ments for the honor you have done me to-night. 
(Applause. ] 

THE SOLDIERS. 

At the close of the remarks the veterans were 
each introduced to Gen. Shields. Shortly after, 
the reception in the parlors was concluded, as the 
air resounded with the drums of the soldier- boys, 
and the party repaired to the club- room, fronting 
the corner of State and Monroe streets, where a 
platform had been erected over the sidewalk. At 
about half-past 9, Long John ventured out upon 
the platform, despite the injunction of the dy- 
standers that it was only intended to sustain ten 
tons. Even then he held on to the casement and 
to Gen. Shields himself, who was also disposed to 
be cautious, and who had one hand on the window- 
frame. As the soldier-boys drew up in line on 
either side of the street, and facing the hotel, the 
band played with an evident appreciation of the 
situation and the fact that they were on their met- 
tle. Asthe playing ceased, Long Jobn lifted up 
nis voice and in stentorian tones announced that, 
as Gen. Shields was to speak at the Tabernacle 


for him to attempt any speech-making on the 
present occasion, although he would be happy to 
see the soldierv and citizeus generally at 
the Exposition Building during the evening. 
In conclusion, he presented the veteran of 
two wars to the throng in the street and 
on the sidewalks.

A SHAMEFUL STEAL, 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicaeo, May 11.—The robbery of the Govern- 
ment thrcugh the Mueller contract for the stone- 
work on the Chicago Custon-House and Post-Office 
Building is one of the most disgusting steals ever 
brought to light. Of course there is no other 
rational conclusion than that the 15 per cent clause 
in the contracts for the erection of public build- 
ings was devised and adopted to facilitate stealing. 
Architect Potter said of it: ‘‘Ilam persuaded that 
it is founded upon a mistaken principle, and that 
so long as the profits are in proportion to the ex- 
pense of the work the department will find great 
difficulty in keeping the cost of the same within 


reasonable limits. Thisisa very mild view of 
the case. A far juster view ie that the man who 
would propose such a system mast be either a 
Exactly how much the Govern- 
ment has lost through the Mueller contract frauds 
is not yet known. But if it should prove to be 
$100, 600 or $500,000, still the sum, smaller or 
larger, is a mere bagatelle to the probable losses 
which have occurred through other large Govern- 
ment contracts let under the 15 per cent system, — 
as the New York and Boston Post-Of- 
fices and the State Department at Wash- 
ington. On the Chicago building some 
hundreds of men were employed parts of two or 
three years, and each and every one of these was 
compelled, on pain of discharge, to idle his time 
away in order that the cost of construction might 
be increased to the utmost limit! And, as the 
same system was in operation, for many years, in 
Boston, New York, Washington, and all other 
cities where public buildi were in process of 
erection under the supervision of Muliett, it is 
presumable that thousands of men were idli 
their time away, under compulsion, on suc 
structures, for no other * than the robbery 
of the Government and the enrichment of con- 
tractors. We are quite sure that the public by no 
means realizes the degree Of moral depravity es- 
sential to the perpetration of these peculiar frauds. 
They are altogether unique, and they are mon- 
strously hideous. Let us analyze the thing known 
as a 15 per cent contract: The agent of the Gov- 
ernment says toa stone contractor: I wish to 
construct a large building it Chicago. I propose 
first, to pay you for the stone, and, second, to 
allow vou 15 per cent on the cost of cutting and 
carving it as compensation for your services 
in supervising the operation. The contractor ac- 
cepts, as who woald not, and proceeds to dump 
thousand of tons of stone in the cutting yards of 
the Government. Then the Government empluys 
300 stone-cutters at $3 per day each, and sets them 
to work under the supervision of the contractor. 
The contractor profit per day on the la dor of these 
men is $135. But it ie the same whetaer the men 
doa full day's work, or à half day's work, or a 
uarter days work. Very soon the men observe 
that the heads of messes in the gangs of laborers 
work with extreme moderation, accomplish next 
to nothing in fact. Then they are told that the 
work is to be done with great nicety, and that they 
are not expected toaccomplish more than the heads 
of messes. Then some particulariy stupid work- 
man, who insists upon doing a day's work ora half 
days work in eight hours, is discharged, By this 
time there are none o stupid as not 
to have taken the hint, and ali dawdie over their 
work as men do waoare under contract to kill 
time. The result is that the 300 men consume 
four days in accomplishing the work of one day, 
thereby —— the cost the stone - cutting 
job in the proportion of $900 to $3,600, and in- 
creasing the per uisites of the contractor in the 
preportion of $135 to $540. In other words, the 
Government w deliberately robbed of three days 
la dor out of every four it pays for, in order that it 
may be compelled to pay the contractor, who robs 
it, 15 per cent on the gross amount of the robbery. 
No language is adequate to the just characteriza- 
tion of this monstrous rascality. The common 
thief who picks the pocket of the passer-by in the 
street is a white-robed saint as compared with the 
agent of the 15 per cent contractor, who 
sneaks about among Government  stone-cut- 
ters advising them to do no more than 
two hours’ work in a day, on pain of discharge. 
The Superintendent of Coustraction who permits 
such roobery by *‘‘loafing,’’ ia necessarily corrupt 
or olind, and tae Government Architect who opens 
the way to the verpetration of such frauds ought 
to be indicted, tried, and punished for a delin- 
gueney without excuse as it is without parallel. 
ut the Architect in this case is not without re- 
sources. He was kicked out of the Tregsury De- 
parent, but. from the sanctuary of his elegant 
ome in Washington he continues to hurl profane 
anathemas at the heads of all who differ with him 
on the subject of architecture, or any other sub- 
ject. It was to be expected that little Muilett 
would defend hie 15 per cent on and 
he does not disappoint the expectation. In the 
face of late disclosures showing conciusively that 
enormous steals have been perpetrated under the 
15 per cent contract system in the construc- 
tion of the Chicago Government building, Mr. 
Mullet has the effrontry to declare that his con- 
tract with Mueller was equitable and advantage - 
ous tothe Government. Ia man's word is good 
in proportion as it is backed up by oaths, the word 
of Muffel is perhaps better than that of any other 
manin America. But the tooth of time some- 
times demolishes word, oaths, and all. This is 
the case with Mullet's word in regard to the Chi- 
cago Custom-House stone. In his report of 1873, 
he said: The cut stone for the buliding is from 
the quarries at Buena Vista. The materia) is of 
the best quality, and the workmanship unrivalled.“ 
The army of workmen now employed in eg * 
new face on Mulilet’s material ot best 
quality“ composing the walls of the Castom- House 
buildings, but which rotted away before the roof 
was on, is a sorry commentary on Mullet’s word, 
to say nothing of the oaths upon which it rests. 
Mullet is undoubtedly a great liar; it is known 
that he hasa stock of profanity sufficient fora 
whole army of blasphemers; it remains to be in- 
quired whether he was a partner with Mueller in 
his 15 per cent for the roboing of the Government, 
which he Mullet, was paid to save, not rob.

He was then robbed and 
killed. Young Osborne during the night 
carted the bedy off and dumped it in the river.

Sale of an Important Piece of Property 
in the Business Centre. 


Few New Leans Reported, but Payments 
Very Satisfactory. 


A Fair Demand for City Property--- 
Transfers of the Week. 


Building Permits—Real Estate in dan

The principal event in real estate last week 
was the sale of the Turnbull property, on the 
southeast corner of State and Madison streets, 
to L. Z. Leiter.

REED. 


Verdict of the Coroner’s Inquest in the Case 
of the Victim of the Gag and Strap at the 
Joliet Penitentiary—A Bad Showing for 
the Officials. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

JOLtgetT, III., May 11.—The result of the 
Coroner’s inquest in the case of the gagged - to- 
death convict, Reed, is not received with over- 
wheiming demonstrations of satisfaction, and, 
the more the affair is commented upon, the 
darker it apoears. The verdict of the jury is in 
accordance with the testimony of medical ex- 
berts as to the cause of death, and the evidence 
of other witnesses, but there is a strong sus- 


picion that the subordinate officers know con- 


siderably more than they divulged at the in- 
quest. The prevailing opinion seems to favor a 
general and searching investigation for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining to what extent the gag and 
the strap have been used at the Penitentiary as 
methods of punishment. It is also remarked 
that the verdict, while it exonerates the guur 
who used the gag upon Reed, does not exonerate 
the officials who countenanced and ordered its 
use. The bottom facts in relation to the whip- 
ping part of the business should certainly be 
shown up, as the use of the lash under any cir- 
cumstances is prohibited by law, and it is doubt- 
fulif the use of the gag is legal. The strap 
with which Keed was scourged had been soakea 
in water previous to its application, in or- 
der to make it more pliable and increase 
the stinging effects of the blows. It is also 
stated on good authority, although the fact was 
not developed at the inquest, that there were 
ante-mortem bruises of the person of the de- 
ceased prisover, which indicated that he had been 
either the victim of more than one. flogging, or 
the one he did receive was exceptionally brutal 
and severe. he deceased was a perfectly 
healthy man, strong and muscular, and all his 
organs were well developed. He died in about 
thirty minutes after being gagged the last time, 
and in less than ten minutes after the gag was 
removed from his mouth. The case in detail. 
and asa whole, is fully as bad as was that of 
the convict Heary Williams who died of alleged 
rupture of the heart wnile undergoing the pun- 
ishment of tne ice bath several years ago, and 
which created an intense excitement at the 
time. Whether this case will be investigated 
by the Grand Jury, as the Williams case was, 
or allowed to rest as it now is, remains to be 
seen.

FINANCIAL. 


The fact that every one of the principal cities, 
whose bank clearings are reported, showed a de- 
crease forthe last week, for which the aggregate 
returns are at hand, of 22 per cent, and that in 
this aggregate of loss every city east of San Fran- 
cisco had its share, without exception, has given 
rise to unfavorable views of the general condition 
of business. Without question, the importance of 
the clearings has been exaggerated. At least, it is 
safe to say that these statistics cannot, any more 
than any others, be accepted broadly, and with- 
out analysis and qualification. The decrease in 
the numoer of banks in all the leading cities 
would of itself, the amount of business done re- 
maining the same, make it appear that there had 
been a decrease of transactions. It is well known, 
too, that the proportion of cash has largely in- 
creased in business transactions. Merchants 
financier closely, and give credit. and take it a 
good deal less, in the West at least, than used to 
de the case. When to these causes there is added 
the decrease in prices and the partial cessation of 
speculative operations on the Board of Trade, 
enough has been adduced to rob the decrease 
in ciearings, as far as Chicago is con- 
cerned, of its terrors. This, last week, 
was only about 16 per cent, and, 
dispute these figures, 1t is certainly true that the 
wholesale and manufacturing business of this city 
has been as good this season as it was last year, 
and in a majority of cases better. 

The loan market was very quiet during the 
week, witha surplus of loanable funds. Rates 
were 6@10 per cent.

The leading produce markets were irregular Sat- 
urday. but without extensive changes in prices. 
Provisions were dull and easier till near the close, 
when the decline brought out a better demand; and 
grain was quiet on futures, but in fair request for 
shipment. The British markets were quiet, but 
Liverpool and New York were beth firm on wheat, 
and there was no further rise in consols, while the 
weather here was again stormlike, and the tempera- 
ture low. This tended to firmness in breadstuffs. 

Jobbers of dry goods reported a quiet and un- 
changed market. Tbe demand came chiefly from 
the city and near-by trade, and was mostly in the 
shape of small orders for reassortment. There was 
a well sustained activity in the demand for staple 
and fancy groceries, and a firm set of prices was 
noted. Sugars, coffees, and rice displayed the 
greatest strength. The butter trade remains with- 
out much animation, prices not yet having reached 
so low a point that buyers feel warranted 
in ordering in advance of current needs. 
The same is true of the cheese market. In the 
market for domestic and foreign dried fruits there 
was a fair business doing, and prices were quoted 
as before. Fish were in demand at former quota- 
tions, ruling steady. No changes were apparent in 
the leather, bagging; tobacco, coal, and wood mar- 
kets. Oils, paints, and colors were in fair request 
at previous figures. 


Lumber was in fair demand at current prices. 


The yard-dealers are doing a satisfactory business, 


and cargoes sold Saturday at former figures. Wool 


was inactive. The old stock is nearly sold out, 
and new wool is not coming in freely enough yet 
for dealers to name prices. Broom-corn was dull 
and easy under à fair supply, the large dealers 
still keeping out of the market. Seeds were 
very quiet. The spring trade is over, 
and the sales will probably be light for a few weeks 
unless the growing crops should be damaged so as 
to make it necessary to re-sow the land. Timothy 
hay wasin request and steady, while other kinds 
were quiet. Green fruits were abundant and 
steady, excepting berries, which declined under 
the large offerings. Poultry and eggs were in fair 
supply and steady. 

Lake freights were less active, and rather tame 
at the reduction of Friday, 2c being the ruling 
rate on corn to Buffalo. Room was taken for 220, -

The New York papers were filled to overflowing 
in memoriam’ of the deceased Democratic 
statesman, the Hon. John Morrissey. The Na/ion, 
which looked rather coldly on the apotheosis of the 
defunct, thus summarizes the three columns of 
puffs of the Tribune, seven columns of the Her- 
ald, five columns of the Sun, six columns of the 
World, and three and a half columns of the Times:

MOWER, THE BIGAMIST. 
HIS FIRST WIFE IN SEAROH OF HIM. 
The much-married railroad man, Selby H. 


Mower, who left the Delavan House Friday night 


with his vallce in bis hand has not since been 
heard from, and it is believed he has fled to some 
The originai Mrs. 


She is stopping at the Commercial. 
When the other Mrs. Mower heard of her arrival 
she calied on her, but what transpired at the pain- 
ful interview could not be learned, A reporter 
saw the second wife subsequently, and found tnat 
her confidence in Mower had been shaken. She 
said she had seen his wife. Questioned 
as to what she intended doing she said 
ehe didn’t know, — that she baa nothing to 
say at present. It is understood, however, 
that she visited a Justice of the Peace for the pur- 
pose of swearing out a warrant fur his arrest for 
bigamy, but no such paper has as yet been issued. 
The reporter was told by a gentleman who pre- 
tended to know that there was a hitch in the 
name, —he was married as Morrow, —a technicality 
which might enable Mower to go unpunished for 
his crime. When he procured the marriage 
license, it will be remembered, he gave the name 
of Samuel H. Morrow. No. 2. however, knew 
him as Mower, but the records do not show that 
she was married to him. Hence, the point is 
raised whether she can bring him to the bar of 
justice. The question is a nice onc. Toa mind 
not skilled in the law, Mover appears to have 
been guilty not only of perjury, in swearing that 
his name was Morrow, but aleo of bigamy, for he 
certainly had a living wife when he married Mise 
Murphy. Ifa technicality will save him from 
prosecution for the latter, he certainly can be sent 
to the Penitentiary forthe former. But where is 
he? No one can answer. Asfar as can be ascer- 
tained no efforts have been made to hunt him up. 
With eighteen hours’ start, and his victim without 
the means to pursue him, it is doubtful if he is ever 
apprehended. 
UNWILLING TO SPEAK. 

With a view of getting a statement from the 
genuine Mrs. Mower, a reporter calicd on her at 
‘he Commercial, but she declined to be inter- 
viewed. Sheis, as has been already stated, a re- 
fined, educated lady. Her health is very feeble, 
and the conduct of her husband has been a terrible 
blow to her. When the reporter stated the object 
of his call, she said that she had been deceived by 
a reporter the previous evening, and would have 
nothing to say to one. It was ascerteined from a 
reliable gentleman that she was very much put out 
by the dispatch from Danville, which represented 
that she couid live but a few montns at most. As 
this statement evidently came from a physician, 
it is not to be wondered at that she took 
it to heart. Of itself it was enough to make 
one’s heart beat rapidly. And to have added 
to this, the knowledge of her husband's crime was 
certainly too much for one mortal to bear. She 
was sorely afflicted at the time the reporter saw 
her, but doing her best to accept the inevitable 
with as good grace as possible. It is said taat she 
is as badly off as Miss Murphy pecuniarily, neither 
having a dollar. 
Murphy's condition is reallv the more unfortunate, 
since ehe will be a mother within six months. 
Were it otherwise, she might go to work as before. 
and avoid men in the future. As it is, what she 
will do isan enigma to her. She was still at the 
Delavan yesterday. Mrs. Mower will probably re- 
turn to Danville this morning.

Before it was served, however, Mower 
called onthe banker the third time to raise some 
more money. doubtless imagining that he dad a 
soft thing, and being determined to make the most 
out of it. The banker ccused him at

ence of having given him forged r, 
and Mower Se acknowledged that he hed dees 


so. Then he began to tell about his sick wife, and 
being hard up, etc. The banker told him that that 
wouldn't wash; that he would give him a chance o 
settle the matter, and if he didn't do it within 
twenty-four hours he would give him into the cus- 
tody of the authorities. Mower promised to raise 
the money, and in company with a friend of the 
banker’s went to the railroad office to see President 
Hindekoper. That gentleman at first refused to 
accord him a bearing. but when he learnea the 
circumstances. he generously, out of friendship 
for Mower, advanced $160, and thus got him out 
of the difficulty. Tue banker, having gotten his 
money back, was satisfied, and no return was made 
on the warrant, which ts still out, and perhaps 
destroyed. . 

So — as known, Mower forged no other orders, 
but he gave the landlady of the Delavan two checks 
for $90. These were cashed in this city Friday 
morning, and, as they were on country banks, 3 
sufficient time has not yet elapsed for an answer to 
be received from them. It ie believed, however, 
that they were ali right. 

PAST HISTORY. 

It havi been stated that Mower had been for- 
merly employed as Assistant-Superintendent of the 
Pittsburg, Fort Wayne & Chicago Railroad, at Fort 
Wayne, under Mr. U. E. Gorham, at present As- 
sistant General Manager of this road in this 
city, a reporter called upon that gentleman 
to learn something about the antecedents 
of the man Mower. Mr. Gorbam stated 
that Mower had never been Assistant Superintend- 
ent of his road, but was employed by him as clerk 
for several years. He was an 8 bright fel- 
low. anda valuable man as far as work was con- 
cerned, but it transpired that he was thuroughly 
dishonest and up to all sorts of tricks, and finally 
had to be discharged for crooked practices. Mower, 
not being able to secure employment again in this 
section of the country, went West, and there 
studied law. He was not successful in his new vo- 
cation, and knocked around for some time, making 
alivingthe besthecould. Finally he turned up 
again in this city, and called upon Mr. Gorham, 
begging him for assistance to secure work, as he as 
weil as his family were ina very needy condition. 
He showed great penitence for his previous ill- 
conduct, ane promised, if given wo he would 
behave like a man. He expressed a willingness to 
accept any position, no matter how small and me- 
nial, in order to show his sincerity, and requested 
that the person employing him should be made 
fully acquainted with his previous career, so that 
there should be no misunderstanding afterwards. 
Mr. Gorham felt some sympathy for the man, and 
really believea him to be honest in his professions, 
and therefore promised to do all he could for him. 
He sent for Mr. DaBarry, then General Superin- 
tendent of the Chicago & Eastern IIlinois Railroad, 
who was then looking for a good private secretary. 
Mr. Gorham tola him that Mower was in town 
looking for work, and that he professed great pen- 
itence for his previous conduct, and that he 
thought there would be no harm in giving him a 
trial. Mr. DuBarry, who knew Mower as an excel- 
lent railroad man, well qualified for the position, 
jumped at the opportunity to get so capable a per- 
son, and at once expressed his readiness to employ 
him. M:. Gorbam took the precaution to 
warn Mr. DuBarry as regards «Mower's 
character, and cautioned him to de care-

HTDROFPHOBIA. 
A FATAL CASE. 

Yesterday morning about 5 o’cleck, Albert 
Moore, aged 15 years, died at the residence of his 
father, George A. Moore, at No. 1252 West Mon- 
roe street, of hydrophobia, and the Coroner will 
hold an inquest to-day. 

A reporter was detailed last evening to look up 
the facts in the case. Visiting the neighborhood, 
he was satisfied that in that vicinity there are more 
dogs tothe block than in most sections, and that 
the owners of them have very little respect for the 
ordinance requiring them to be kept muzzied. It 
was ascertained, by inquiring of the members of 
the family of the deceased, that three weeks ago 
to-day the deceased was bitten by a dog belonging 
toa Mr. Hawkins, which had what is known as 
the dog distemper. The skin was broken on 
his right ear, cheek, and forehead, and Dr. Van 
Buren was called to dress the wounds. He cauter- 
ized them, and thereafter, up to about a week ago, 
there was nothing remarkable in the case. 

Last Monday the deceased came home for sup- 
per, was pale and emaciated, and complained of 
pain in his richt arm and breast. He went to bed 
at an early hour, and, being of a Dilious tempera- 
ment, and rather delicately constituted at best, 
nothing was thought of his ailment, —certainly the 
fact of his having been bitten two weeks previous 
was not thought of, for the wounds had healed. 
The next morning he was still suffering from pain, 
his complexion had assumed a yellowish hue, he 
was unable to get up, and could not eat anything. 
Dr. Upton was called, and the deceased’s mother 
told of the biting and cauterization but the 
symptoms of bilious fever were so marked that 
the doctor prescribe’ for that disease. The med- 
icine was taken, without any apparent effect until 
Thursday afternoon, the patient in the meantime 
growing weak, and still complaining of the pain. 
In the evening his mind was flighty, and at times 
he raved, reaching wildly forsome imaginary ob- 
ject, arid at one time trying to bite his mother as 
she wascaring for him. The next morni the 
doctor was again sent for, but he did not change 
the medicine, and in the afternoon be was worse, 
and his condition frightened the family. His jaws 
were locked, nothing could be gotten into his 
mouth, and he was delirious. he doctor was 

main called. and found him W @ 
sinking condition, and, for the first 
time, began to despair. A hypodermic 
injection of morphine was given, and he was batned 
with alcohol, after which he rested easier. At 
night, however, he again became flighty and ex- 
cited, frothed at the mouth, and a discoloration was 
noticed about the ear where he had been bitten, 
which grew in darkness and extended up to the 
hour of death. He died without any marked or 
peculiar demonstrations, except groaning, and ap- 
parentiy without pain. 

Dr. Upton could not be found last evening, but 
Dr. -Van Buren, who watched the case, says there 
is no doubt about its being a clear case of hydro- 
phobia. He ‘thinks all was done that could have 
been, and says that the dog, after biting the de- 
ceased, bit three dogs in the neighborhood, 
one of which has since died of hydrophobia. The 
other dogs have either been shot or are muzzied 
and chained, he thinks, vet there are dogs at large 
in the neighborhood which the police should look 
after. esterday afternoon a child of a Mr. 
Standard was severely bitten, and brought to hm 
for treatment. He cauterized the wounds, and is 
hopeful that no serious results will follow. 


ACADEMY OF DESIGN, 
IT8 REORGANIZATION. 

The Academy of Design again emerges from dif- 
ficulties, this time under a business organization 
which ought to insure permanent success. The 
Academy charter was granted to a body of artists, 
sculptors, and architects in 1869, and the organi- 
zation became prosperous in the thriving times 
It had then ample galleries, 
school-rooms, studios, offices, and reception- 
rooms, and the manager's statements show that 
the average receipts of the gallery were 
over $25 a day, receipte from the rent 
of studios and music-hal! were $8,000 or $9,000 
a year, and the receipts from annual subscribers 
were over $5.000. Otner sources of income were 
life and fellowship memberships. and the 
purchase of the ground and building occu- 
pied by the Academy was confidently antici- 
pated. The fire dashed all these hopes. There 
was a season of moderate prosperity at the 
building on Michigan avenue in 1875, but the 
struggle fer subsistence on the pert 
of the artists, and the puolic withdrew 
from it a great part of the r at- 
tention and pecuniary support which had given it 
life before. Au imprudent expansion of expenses 
upon the removal to the present quarters, together 
with the falling off of patronage, threw the inst: - 
tution speedily into embarrassment, and but for 
the payment of the rent by twenty gentlemen who 
had become guarantors, and who have been doing 
good under a busnel for the past two years, the 
Academy Would have been withouta roof over its 
head some time ago. 

To cut their way out of these difficulties the 
artists and other Academicians adopted last fall a 
new constitution placing tue sole control of all 
endowments and al! property of the Academy and 
all! matters pertaining to the financial management 
and cantrol of the Academy in the charge of a 
Board of Trustees elected for a long period of 
years. Thie is an absolute change in the business 
management. and is intended to remove all 1 
dice grounded upon former transactions. ne 
Trustees, besides their dusiness responsibility, are 
vested with all the ers of Academicians with 
resbect to art-schools, exhibitions, etc., and are 
nearly equal in number to the active Academicians 
resident in the aa They are, in fact, taking a

There 
has never been atime when the proper application 
of money donated tothe Academy has been so 
pay assured. The Academy now confines its 
instruction mostly to the branches of Academic 
art edacation, drawing from casts and the antique, 
and painting pictures, portraits, flowers, etc., in 
oil and water colors, but the School Committee 
expresses the intention of adding an important 
departmen: of what is known as industrial art,. 
that is, mechanical drawing, perspective, the de- 
signing of decoration, etc., as soon as 
circumstances will permit. This latter de- 
partment, so in accord ‘with the spirit 
and taste of the people, ought to be an adjunct of 
any important art institution. There are evening 
classes from life at the Academy three davs in the 
week. The whole numberof pupils is about forty, 
which, it is expected, will now rapidly increase, 
as the public finds out that the best and most inex- 
pensive art-eaucation is to be had at the Academy.

THE COUNTY BUILDING. 


The case of Moseley, who was indicted by the 
late Grand Jury for rape, is set for trial in the 
Criminal Court for to-morrow. 

In the Criminal Court yesterday Thomas Evans 
and James Stewart were found guilty of burglary, 
the former was given three and a half years and the 
latter one year in the Penitentiary.

In the Elston Road quo warranto case, Judge 
Moore yesterday overruled the demurrer to the 
pleas, and the whole question is considered as set- 
tled. The owners of the road have won, and the 
Court has substantially said that their charter is 
good, and that in collecting toll they have only ex- 
ercised the rights they enjoy in law. 


The Finance Committee met yesterday morning 
and considered the matter of further investigating 
the accounts of the South Park Commissioners. 
The experts were voted $150 each for past ser- 
vices, after which the Chairman set out to find the 
County Attorney, from whom he was instructed to 
get an vag ie as to the power of the Board to 
compel the Commissioners to submit to an exam- 
ination of their accounts for prior years.

UNEQUAL ASSESSMENTS, 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Catcaeo, May 11.—There can be no doubt that 
the gross inequality in assessments as between im- 
proved and unimprovea real estate is a canse of 
very frequent, and often very just, complaint. As 
a result of personal investigation as to the actual 
assessments made and the amount of taxes paid on 
a large amount of unimproved property, I will 
make the statement that a great part of the unim- 
proved lands lying within and near the city limits, 
are, ineffect, mortgaged to tae State for their 
full cash value at a high rate of interest. 
To present this even more forcibly, the State has 
confiscated to its use the entire beneficial interest 
inthe property, the owner being graciously per- 
mitted to retain the title, so long as he pays a roy- 
alty therefor, in default of which he forfeits even 
that. In other words, if this unimproved property 
was sold at its full cash value, and the entire pro- 
ceéds put out at interest at 6 per cent, the amount 
thus received wouid not more than pay the taxes 
under the pres@pt assessments, whereas, the m- 
terest at the safe rate on from one-third to one- 
sixth of the cash value of improved property is 
sufficient to pay the taxes on it. 

By what power under the Constitution, or any 
law, are the officers oi the State authorized or jus- 
tified in taking practically all of one citizen's 
property in the name of taxation, and only a com- 
varatively «mali part of aaotner’s. To give an il- 
lustration exactly in point, I will refer to the State 
Savings institution, which recently sold at a fo 
sale tor $110,500, and paid a tax for the year 1 
of $2,200. Here but about one-third of the cash

xcirsions outside the walls of Rome, short! 
after the vrorogation of the Vatican Council, 
he came upon a poor cripple, who cried out to 
him, Holy father, have mercy upon me!“ 
The Pope was startled by the language of the 
appeal, and, instantly accepting it as an intima- 
tion that he was about to be clothed with mira- 
cle-working power, be turved and with a com 
manding gesture golemnly replied, Arise and 
walk!“ The cripple, infected by the Pope's 
own perfect good faith and earnestness, dropped 
his crutches and sprang to bis feet. In an- 
vther instant, however, he tottered aud 
fell. The Pope grew pale, but repeated 
once more the command, Arise and walk!“ 
The poor man again tried to obey, but again 
in vain. The Pope, inthe revulsion of his 
feelings, fainted away. In fact, there was a 
period when the Pope lived in the constant ex- 
pectation of the miraculous intervention of 
divine power to save the Church and to over- 
whelm her enemies. To him the divine 
pro nise and assurance that the gates of hell 
should not prevail against“ what be undoubt- 
ingly heid to be the Church“ were as real and 
practicalas any of the trials and afflictions 
which he was called to bear in its deiense. In 
such a state of mind, then, to whose hands 
would he more naturaily look to see such power 
intrusted than to those of the infallible vicar 
of Christ,“ whom it had even been seriously 
roposed to declare the incarnation of the 
joly Ghost!“ 

Surely so good a man was never more 
terribly betrayed by the position in which 
he was placed; nor has a sincerer man 
ever played a grandly fatal part in his- 
tory. Such was the man who has oc- 
cupied the Papal throne for the unprecedented 
period of nearly two and thirty vears, in one of 
the most remarkable transition epochs of bis- 
torv; the man, during whose Pontiticate the 
temporal power ot the Papacy has been swept 
away forever, while its spiritual and eccleslas- 
tical pretensions have been carried to a point be- 
yond which the most arrogant of his predecess- 
ors never passed. Such was the Pope whose one 
unchanging aim aud purpose from first to last 
Was the restoration and exaltationofthe Papacy, 
—the power and glory of the Church. The cir- 
cumstances under which he was elected gave the 
early years of his loug Pontiticate far more to 
local and political history thau to that of the 
Church, and seemed also to leave him;tor atime 
far more free than afterwards to take counsel of 
his Italian beart &s to the means of seeking this 
end. A Medieval Gueiph, fallen upon incongru- 
ous times, he sought the organization of a great 
Guelphic league oi the Italian States, from the 
throue of which the Church and Papacy should re- 
strain society and guide the Governments of the 
whole worid. Every step in the improvement 
of tne administration of the Papal States them- 
selves was to him but a step in this direction. 
The many and important local reforms which 
were actually introduced: the concessions for 
lighting Rome with gas and for building rail- 
roads, which were at the time very daring steps 
to take; the grant of constitutional Govern- 
ment; the appointment of a lay Prime Minis- 
ter in the person of Count Mamiani; and, above 
all, the permission to the Romans to take part 
in the war with Austria, were all attempts to 
reach the great ends ever in view, by means and 
ig, accordance with principles of local policy to 
which bis heart prompted him. Inall this part 
of bis career, the liberal Pope-King of 1846-7-8 
was but the churchman earnestly endeavoring 
to be at the same time an Jialian. But where 
the Pope sought to reforni, revolution and 


. anarchy answered his summons; and he often 


compared himself at this time to a boy who 
had learned the spell to raise the devil, but 
who found, when he tried the experiment and 
was terrified at the result, that he knew no 
counter spell by which he could be laid. 

The patriotic dreams and endeavors of Pius 
IX. fell finally with Count Rossi, beneath the 
dagger of the assassin, upon the 15th of Novem- 
ber, 1848; and when, nine days afterward, he 
fied from Rome it was to return, in 1850, only a 
Pope. From that time his political policy was 
simply passive resistance to that of Victor Em- 
manuel and Cavour, while be gave himself up 
to an ecclesiastical policy upon the whole one of 


‘the most extraordinary in the history of the 


Papacy. 1 

But this implied no extraordinary change in 
the man himself. All else, indeed, was new; 
he was the same. Tie end above all ends, the 
motive force of his character, was ever the 
grandeur of the sacred office which had been 
intrusted to his charge, and its power in the 
world against the infidelity and socialism 
of the age. Italy, his beioved Italy, bad 
refused the part in this great work which 
he would bave assigned to her. He mourned 
over this disappointment to the last; but he 
continued in his course,—no longer, indeed, 
with the co-operation of Gizzi and Rosuwini, of 
Mamiani and ssi, but with that of Antonelli, 
and Wiseman, and Manning, of Fathers Beckx 
and Schrader, of Bilio and De Angelis. 

Under the guidance of his later counselors, in 
1850, he re-established the Roman Hierarchy in 
England; in 1854, he summoned the Bishops of 
the Roman Catholic world to Rome, and in their 
presence declared the dogma of tbe immaculate 
conception of the Virgin Marv an article of the 
faith: in 1862, he invoked a similar grand con- 
course of Bishops for the canonization of the 
Japanese martyrs, an occasion for secretly com- 
municating to them sizty-one theses, as the sub- 
stance of a future dogmatie bull!“ against 
certain ohnoxtous political doctrines of the 
times. These steps were followed up bythe En- 
cyclical and Sviabus in 1864, and the grand climax 
was reached in the assembling and the issue 
of the Council of the Vatican in 1870. Seven 

ears and more, since the Italian army Bntered 
— in the September following, and thus put 
an end to the temporal power of the Papacy, 
the aged Pope remained a prisoner of the 
Vatican, —an imprisonment quite possibly a 
reality to one who lived so much in an ideal 
world. : 

Of this long Pontificate two supreme hours 
will longest be remembered, —the one by the 
italian patriot, the other by the last devotee or 
medieval Romanism in the Church. the first 
was in May, 1848, when the Italian tricolor was 
unfurled beside the Papal banner in the streets 
of Rome, and the Pope’s own pephews were en- 
rolied as volunteers in the army about to march 
to join Charles Albert upon the plains of Lom- 
bardy. **Whodoes not remember,“ says the 
Gazzetta d'Italia of the 8th of February 
last, the Pontiff of 1848 when, from 
the balcony of the Quirinal, where now 
reside the royal Savoyards, he touched 
the inmost chords of a whole people’s 
heart, and aroused the most powerful en- 
thusiasm. ‘Benedite, o Somme Iddio, all’ 
Italia!’ What do we not owe to these words, 
which aftereyents have never canceled from 
many hearts? And if the necessities of the 
times, of his character, and, of bis office have 
forced him in another course, and have rendered 
him the enemy of that great work which, in its 
early days, with his own hands he had blessed, 
—well, for this our tears shall none the less fall 
upon his tomb.“ The other was that fatal 
hour on the 18th of July, 1870, when the same 
Pontiff sat on his throne amid the assembled 
and subservient episcopate of the Roman Cath- 
olic world, and, by the lurid glare of torches 
that str led against the thick darkness which 
filied St. Peter’s, read and proclaimed the de- 
cree that declared the personal infallibility of 
the Popes,—a dogma of the faith which was 
once for all delivered unto the saints.’’ 
The terrible peal of thunder whicn seemed 
instantly to auswer it ifom heaven, and which 
shook St. Peter's to its foundations, was to 
the Italian people an omen in awful contrast 
to the applause of grateful hearts which came 
back from awhole people in response to the 
words which twenty-two years before he had 
spoken from the balcony of the Quirinal. 

Thus it was given to him who had inaugurat- 
ed a reyolution by which he was himself the most 
august sufferer, also, with ecclesiastical pomp 
and pageantry before unparallejeda, to exalt the 
office which he beld to a height never surpassed 
dy a Boniface or an Innocent, at a time when 
persistence in such claims must inevitaply re- 
suit in the overthrow of the Papacy. He left 
no temporal possessions nor political responsi- 
bilities to complicate the course of his succes- 
sor. He bas bequeathed to him simply a spir- 
itual Papacy, but one, in the formin which he 
left it. irreconcilably at war against the intel- 
lect aud the progress of the human race.“ 

Aud that successor! 

There is an ancient chain of Latin mottoes, 
one for each Pope in order, from 
some centuries ago to some time yet to 
come, which cleims to have _ prophetic 

characteristics of their respect- 


: 


| ive reigns. Crux de crute was that which came 


to Pius IX.; Lumen de colo is the next motto 
on the list. But who shall say as yet upon 
what cause this prophetic light from heaveu“ 
is to shine. That the time has come for some 
great change no one who is at all familiar with 
the politico-ecclesiastical affairs of Italy can 
have any doubt. 

„% With Pius IX.,“ says a Roman paper, dur- 
ing the Papai interregnum, has been closed. 
not merely an epoch, but a religious history of 
eighteen centuries. . . . Proficiscere: this 
was the last word of Pius IX., which should 
sound as a warning in every cell of the Con- 
clave. The Catholic Church can maintain ber 
unity only by abandoning false traditions and 
her pretended donations; the Church can pre- 
serve its religious office in society only by co- 
ordinating itself with the State.“ 

Indeed, Leo XIII. had scarcely been 
prociaimed, when a promivent member 
of the Italian Cabinet raised the ques- 
tion of the organic character of the fa- 
mous laws which guarantee the Pope’s inviola- 
bility. It is not, however at all probable that 
italy will in any way anticipate the initiative of 
the Pope; the Upinione, the organ of the con- 
servative opposition, only insists that it would 
show the greatest fatuity shouid the Ministry 
propose to modify or repeal them 
at a time when the Holy See has just been filled 
by a new Pope who has not yet had occasion to 
make his intentions known, and whose first acts 
are yet awaited.”’ 

Cardinal Pecci brings to the Papacy a personal 
record—if the Romish correspondent of the 
English press can be relied on—waich leaves 
the world in no uncertainty abqut the private 
worth or intellectual abilities of the man. His 
administration of the brigand-infested delega- 
tion of Beneveute brilliantly illustrated his 

clearness of purpose, his decision of character, 
his self-reliance, his executive power, and his 
unconquerable firmness. His three years’ resi- 
dence in Brussels, whither he was sent at 
the early age of 33 as Papal Nuncio near 
the Court of Leopold, showed him an accom- 
plished manof the world anda diplomat of 
great skill, tact, and policy. His subsequent 
long episcopate in Perugia proved bim a labori- 
ous, conscientious, and faithful pastor. Iwo 
pastorial letters on the subject of The Church 
and Civilization, addressed by him tv his 
diocese, the one last Lent and the other at the 
approach of the Lent of the present vear, and 
just published in the Osservatore /iomano, 
breatbe certainly a most excellent spirit, and 
show no familiarity with the Syllabus of 1564. 
At 43 Archbishop Pecci was raised to the Car- 
dinalate; aud now, at 68, he has been intrusted 
with the destinies of the Papacy. 

Nevertheless, however moderate Cardinal 
Fecci may have been thought, it is proverbially 
unsafe to draw conclusions from what the Car- 
dinal may have been to what the Pope will be; 
and Italian anticipations and specuiations con- 
cerning the ecclesiastical policy of Leo XIII. 
are far too uncertain and even contra- 
dictory to be any guide to us. Some 
Roman journals have indeed indulged in san- 

uine dreams of the great reformation which 
— XIII. was about to inaugurate; and even 
so able a publicist and judge of men as ex-Min- 
ister Bonghi some time since declared that Car- 
dinal Pecci combined the qualities most desira- 
ble for a Pope in the present crisis. But Bonghi 
was clearly less alive to the religious condition 
of the Church than to ** perplexities 
under which the italian Government is labor- 
ing. 

It would almost seem as if the Pope had 
scarcely inherited ali the decision and firmness 
of the Cardinal, for the /tatie of so late a date 
as March 1 refers to astruggie, of which the 
Vatican is still the scene,in what is plainly 
called **the period of transition which the Holy 
See is now traversing,’’ among those who seek 
to influence the Papal policy in this direction or 
in that; and, while giving the contradictory 
character of the statements boldly made con- 
cerning the intentions of the Holy Fatner,”’ de- 
clines to provounce a precipitate judgment of 
its own, and contents itself with recommend- 
ing to foreign diplomats and others the old 
maxim, Quiela non movere. 

If we look for information concerning the 
new Pope to the circumstances of his election, 
we are on the one hand met by the undoubted 
fact that a large majority of the Cardinals, by 
two-thirds of whom he was so promptly chosen, 
are unquestionably of the most Ultramontane 
type; and it seemed certain that, if really free 
to act, they would have chosen no one who 
would not continue in principle the ecciesias- 
tical policy of Pius IX. But, on the other 
hand, it was openly stated by the press that 
Prince Bismarck frankly warned the Conclave 
of the results of such a choice; and they doubt- 
less knew wel! enough, without formal warning, 
how it would probably be met by the Italian 
Goverument. Cardinals Franchiand Schwartz- 
enburg, moreover, are both said to have been 
active leaders in securing the result which was 
so early reached. The latter, indeed, was 
the friend of Dollinger and Von Schulte, 
and in 1871 it was by many expected 
that he would share with them the leadership 
of the Old Catholic movement.. But the Ultra- 
montane Cardinal Franchi—the telegrams and 
statements of the foreign correspondents to the 
contrary ——ů peewee May by no means the 
man, either intellectually or morally, whose 
subsequent appointment as Cardinal Secretary 
of State is a hopeful augury. Sofar from being 
the able, honorabie, progressive, and patriotic 
Italian“ that he has been pronounced, he is an 
ecclesiastic of the typeof Antonelli, but in 
every way his inferior. 

But, whatever else is beyond our present fore- 
cast, Leo XIII. is certainly no fanatic, nor is he 
ignorant of the times in which he lives. de is 
far less a mere churchman than a practical 
statesmanin the Church. Whatever the ends 
he may propose to himself, he will not seek to 
meet political antagonism by orgunizing 
medieval erusades; nor will he attempt to 
resist Protestantism or put down infi- 
delity dy decreeing new honors. to 
saints in paradise, or by accumulating 
new dogmas upon au already ecriously overladen 
faith. 

If the Ultramontane spirit of the Roman 
curia is still incarnate in the Pope, instead of 
wasting the moral strength of the Church in 
abusive attacks upon the Italian Goveinment, 
Leo XIII. is far more likely to adapt his policy 
to the state of things as he finds them, and 
fully cavable, by a skillful use of the opportu- 
nities which it affords—for instance, the voting 
uro—of accomplishing far more than by all the 
indignant allocutious about Christ and Betial’’ 
that Pius IX. ever pronounced. He has too 
much common sense to keep up the farce of 
being a' prisoner in the Vatican,“ and is too 
practical not to realize that, by a frank renunci- 
atiou to an empty claim to a temporal dominion 
already irrevocably lost to the Papacy, be has it 
within his power to secure from politiciags, to 
whom religious considerations go for nothing, 
an indirect influence over public affairs, far 
more important to the Church than the 
issues which have occupied the Vatican 
for some years past. Although Leo did 
omit to give the King of Italv official notice oi 
his election to tue See of Rome, the omission 
was perhaps unavoidable, and the statement 
that he gave such notice to tne King of Sar- 
dinia’”’ is apparently unwarranted. At all 
events he has siuce directed that the Italian 
Bishops should apply for the royal exequatur, 
and thus place themselves in legal reiations 
with the Government of Italy, which Pius IX. 
distinctly prohibited. 

However, the Pope is known to be laboriously 
engaged in the preparation of an allocution, in 
which, when he deems it opportune, he will no 
doubt speak for himself on the subject of his po- 
litical policy. 

If Leo XIII., on the contrary, is to be an ec- 
clesiastical reformer, as so many hope, he is not 
the mau to make effusive announcements of his 
desigus to the world beforehand, nor brema- 
turely to arouse the violent resistance of the 
Uitramontane party and the Jesuits by abrupt 
innovations or startling reversals of the meas- 
ures of his predecessor. 

But the evidence on which to  obuild 
such hopes isscant as yet. In the Lenten 
pastorals, to which reference has been made, 
there is indeed no mention of the Virgin or of 
the saints; the HolyScriptures are alone spoken 
of asthe source of divine truth, Christ alone 
offered as our exemplar, and the Engiish and 
Protestant Faraday is cited among distinguished 
scientists who were also profoundly religious 
men. These are facts to be noted; but they 
prove little by themselves. The new Pope may 
discourage Mariolatry, as the Protestant press 
have been eager to repeat on the authority of 
some correspondents impatient for indications 
of his religious policy; but if so, it is perhaps 
less indicative of an approaching reform iu dog- 
matic theology than of“ the Pope’s knowledge 
that such extravagances have driven men of 
intellect and education from the Church, and 
impaired its influence over educated and pros- 
perous communities and nationalities. 

In fine, with such information as may 
be gathered from the best informed Ko- 
man journals, including the  Usservatore 
Romano itseli, the organ of the Vatican, as 
well as from private correspondence, it seems 
wiser to doubt the hasty conclusions of foreign 
correspondents, and, for the present, to he sure 
only that Italy nas no impetuous visionary or 
irreconcilable doctrinaire to deal with in the 
Papacy, but rather a Fabius Cunctator, who will 
know how to take advantage of every error of 
the Italian Goverament, and who wiil make 
few or no blunders of his own; with one who 
will quickly and quietly disembarrass himseif 
of the politica) complications in which his pre- 
decessor entangled the Papacy, and who will be 
a reformer just so far as his practical know!l- 
edge of men and of the world prompts him to 
feel it necessary in order to secure to the 


Church that influence in society and other Gov- | 


ernments w is still hers, or to enable her to 
recover the influence which she has lost. 
From the old Pope to the new is indeed a 
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transition, but we do not 
this transition is to signify in history 
WittusM Cause Lanepon.

SCIENCE AND THEOLOGY. 

' ARTICLE BY JAMES ANTHONY Frovupe. 

In the May-June number of the Jnternational 
Review, published by Messrs. A. 8. Barnes & 
Co., ot New York, Mr. James Anthony Froude, 
the English historian, prints the first of a series 
of articles entitled Science and Theology— 
Ancient and Modern.“ The undertaking has 
beeu widely noticed, and is regarded as one of 

*the literary sensations of the day. We pres- 
ent herewith extracts from the first number of 
sufficient fullness to give an idea of Mr. 
Froude’s plan, and of his manuver of working it 


out: : 

Sixty years ago speculations on the origin of 
the universe were confined to a few curious or 
idle people; the multitude of us believed with- 
out the slightest conscious misgiving that the 
world was made by God.—that He made Him- 
self known in a revelation which had been 
gitaranteed by miracles, aud had Himself de- 
clared the law which, we were required to obey, 
—aud that in the Bible, further, we had a nis- 
tory of God's actions and iotentions towards 
us, every word of which was indisputably true. 

Such a conviction was for all practical pur- 
poses universally received throughout Engiand 
and America, at least during the first half of 
this century. Of course we know that there 
were persons who did not believe; but we were 
satisfied that in Christian cauntries disbelief 
was caused by moral depravity. ‘Lhere were in- 
fidels in religion as there were mousters in 
crime; but infidelity, We were assured, was pot 
a mistake, but a sin. It was the result of a cul- 
pable misuse of faculties Which, if fairly em- 
played, could arrive @uly at an orthodox con- 
clusion. 

We were under the influence of the remnants 
of a superstition which in other days lit the 
fires at Smithfleld, and of course it was absurd 
and horrible. Yet when a creed has been made 
the base on which moral convictions and moral 
conduct are rested, it cannot be questioned 
without grave consequences. We cannot build 
our lives on a balance of probabilities: and, un- 
less we take for granted the essentiai principles 
of duty, we cau make nothing out of an exist- 
ence at all. . 

Yet times come when the calculation becomes 
so terribly wrong that therevision cannot be put 
off auy longer. It is but necessary to describe 
such a condition of feeling to be aware how far 
we have becn driven from it—far as the era lies 
of railroads and telegraphs and ocean steamers 
from the era of stage-coaches and Kus-elis 
wagons. Whither these material changes may 
be carrying us it is idle to conjecture. Nothing 
of the same kind bas ever been witnessed on the 
earth before, and there is no experience to guide 
us. The spiritual change is not so unexam pled. 
Phenomena occurred most curiously analogous 
at the time of the rise of Christianity; and from 
the singularly parallel course in which at these 
two periods the intellect developed itself, we 
may inier generally what is likely to come of it. 

That we have been started out of our old po- 
sitions, and that we can never return to positions 
exactly the same is too plain to be questioned. 
Theologians no longer speak with authority. 
They are content to suggest aud to deprecate 
hasty contradiction. Those who doubted be- 
fore now openly deny. Those who believed on 
trust have passed into uncertainty. Those who 
uphold orthodoxy cannot agree en what ground 
to defend it. Throughout Europe, throughout the 
world, the gravest subjects are freely discussed, 
and opposite sides may be taken without blame 
from society. Doctrines once fixed as a rock 
are now fluid as water. Truth is what men 
trow. Things are what meu think. Certainly 
neither is nor can be more than the agreement 
of persons competent to form an opinion, ana 
when competent persons cease to agree the cer- 
tain has become doubdtful—doubtful from the 
necessity of the case. 

This is asimple matter of fact. What is gen- 
erally doubted is doubtful. it is a conclusion 
from which there is no escape. The universal 
assent which constitates certainty has been 
dissvived into the conflicting’ sentiments of in- 
dividual thinkers. 

First principles are necessarily assumptions. 
They cannot prove themselves. For three cen- 
turies all Protestant communities assumed as u 
first principle the infallibility of the Bibie. They 
regarded the writersof the various books as the 
automatic instruments of the Holy Spirit; and 
pious and simple people held in entire con- 
sistency that if the Bible was a rule of faith 
where each person, learned or unlearned, could 
find the truth, the translators must be inspired 
also. These positions were safe so long, and so 
long only, as it was held to be sinful to chal- 
lenge them. 

The spell of sanctity once broken, the Bible 
once approached, examined, and studied, as 
other books, on analogous result has followed. 
The critic has approached tenderly and respect- 
fully, but the approach at all im an as- 
éumption of aright to question the supernat- 
ural character of the object of his investigation. 
Certainty passes into probability, and the dif- 
ference between certainty and probability is not 
in degree but in kind. A human witness is sub- 
stituted for a divine witness, and faith is 
changed into opinion. «The authority ol the 
translation was the first to be shaken. Then 
variations in the MSS. destroyed the confidence 
iu the original text. If the original language 
was miraculousiy communicated, there was a 
natural presumption that it would be miracu- 
lously preserved, and the inference of doubt ex- 
tended backward on the inspiration. 

The origin of the different books was next in- 

uired into, with their authorship and antiquity. 

t each step the uncertainty became deeper. 
The Gospel history itself was found to be a 
labyrinth of perplexities. The Divine san¢tion 
for accuracy and authenticity once obscured, 
the popular sense which had cicared the modern 
world of superstition, and had driven the su- 
pernatural out of secular history, began to ask 
on what ground the Bible miracies were to be 
believed if all other miracles were to be reject- 
ed. Geology forced itself forward, and declar- 
ed that the history of the creation in the Book 
of Genesis was irreconcilable with ascertained 
tacts. Along the whole line the defending forces 
are falling back, not knowing where to make a 
stand; and materialism all over Europe stands 
frankly out and is respectfully listened to when 
it aflirms that the war is over, that the claims 
of revelation of God and of a future state, the 
the origin of mau, the nature of conscience, and 
the meaning of the distinctions between good 
and evil, are all open questions. 

No serious consequences, at least in England 
and America, areas yet outwardly apparent. 
We are a law-abiding race; the mass of us are 
littie given to unpractical speculation. We are 
too earnest to tolerate impiety, and the tradi- 
tions of religion will retain their bold with the 
millions long alter they have lost their influ- 
ence over the intellect. Intellect we know is 
not omniscient. Emotion has a voice in the 
matter, which is always on the side of faith, and 
women in such subjects are governed almost 
wholly by their feelings. The entire generation 
at present alive may probably pass away belore 
the inward change shows itself markedly in ex- 
ternal symptoms. None the less is it quite cer- 
tain that the ark of religious opinion has drifted 
from its moorings, that itis moving with in- 
creasing speed along a track which it will never 
retrace, and towardsissues infinitely momen- 
tuous. What are these issues to be? The 
thing that hath been, that shall be again.“ 

Once before the civitized nations of Europe 
had a religion on which their laws were found- 
ed, and by which their lives and actions were 
governed. Once before it failed them, and tney 
were driven back upon philosophy. Allowing 
for the difference of times, the intellectual phe- 
nomena were precisely the same as those which 
we have ourselves experienced. ‘The philsophic 
schools passed through the same stages, and 
the latest of them arrived at the same conclu- 
sion,—that the universe of things could be ex- 
plained by natural causes; and as no symptom 
could be discovered of any specially divine in- 
terference with the action of those causes, 80 
there was no occasion for supposing, that such 
interference had ever been or ever would be. 
The scientific triumph, as it was then regarded. 
was proclaimed as a new message of giad tid- 
ings to mankind. It was believed by politicians 
and philosophers, poets and historians. it was 
never believed by the mass of simple-minded 
people, who held on in spite of it to the tradi- 
tions of the old faith, till Christianity rose out 
of the dying ashes of Paganism, restored con- 
science to its supremacy, and made real belief 
in God once more possible. 

Human nature remains what it always was. 
Ihe nature of God, and the relation in which 
man stands to God, are the same now as they 
were woen man first began to be. The truth of 
fact is what it is, independent. bappily, of our 
notionsof it. Wedo not make truth bv recog- 
nizing it; we cannot unmake truth by denying 
it. So much of it as it concerns us practically 
to know we learn by experience, as wé learn 
every natural lesson; and if the man is not 
permitted to live and prosperin this world 
without au acknowledgment of his Maker, the 
scientific experiment will fail as it failed be- 
fore. The existing forms of religion may dis- 
solve, but the truth which is the soul of re- 
ligion will revive more vigorous than ever. The 
analogy is the more impressive the more closely 
we compare the details of the two periods. 

No one knows distinctly how the pagan re- 
hgions began. Some say they were corruptions 
of patriarchal traditions; some trace them to 
fear and ignorance; some to consciousness of 
responsibility; some to the involuntary awe 
forced upon the mind by the star-spangled sky 
and the majestic motion through it of sun, 
moon, 3 planets. All these influences 
probably were combined to excite each other 
the last, as was most natural, ci shape and 
form tothe emotion of piety. number 
twelve and the number seven, as 
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Meanwhile fancy and imagination wandered 
in the expanse of sibilities, giving these 
airy creations a local habitation and a name. 
The law was stern and severe. A brighter as- 
pect was given to religion, aud music. and song 
and sacrifice, and legends, and heroic tales; a 
poets watched the changing phenomena of davs 
and nights, and summer and winter, and heat 
and cold, and rain and thunder, and human life, 
and wove them all into a mythology, till there 
was not a river without its god, a grotto with- 
out its nymph, a wood without its dryad, a no- 
ble, beroic man without a deity for his father. 
All went flowingly solong as the world was 
young. The vast fabric of unreality grew on 
without intention of fraud; but the time came 
when intellect began to ask questions, and the 
stories which were related as sacred truths 
were seen first to be inconsistent, and then to 
be incredible. The first resource for defense 
was allegory. The stories about the gods were 
not true in themselves, but only figuratively 
true. Behind the ceremonial of the temples lay 
the mysteries’ in which the initiated were 
admitted into the real secret. So interpreted, 
Homer and Hesiod continued to be tolerable. 
When anything might mean anything, men be- 
gan to ask whether anything at all was known 
about the gods. They looked round them, and 
into their own souls, at the phenomena of real 
experience, and asked what lessons they could 
discover in facts which could not be disputed. 

So began Greek philosophy. ‘The tone at first 
was reverent. Order and uniformity was mani- 
fest throughout the upiverse, and where order 
ne were assumed that there was an ordering 
wind. 

Some thought that the origin of things was 
spirit,“ others that it was matter,“ some 
that spirit and matter were co-eternal, others 
that matter bad been created by spirit out of 
nothing. It was asked what the nature oi 
spirit was. Was spirit self-existing outside the 
universe, or was it infused in material substance 
as the sou! of man is in his body? Was it con- 
scious of itself, or was not the most perfect be- 
ing aserene automaton which needed no con- 
sideration, and therefore never reflected upon 
itself? Again, was spirit intellectual merely. or 
was it just and good; and H good, whence 
came evilt Such auestions cut deep, but they 
were not necessarily irreligious. Plato taught a 
pure theism. Aristotle believed matter to be 
eternal; be believed God to be eternal also, apd 
the phenomena of existence to result from the 
efforts of matter to shape itself after the all- 
perfect pattern which it saw in God. Even 
Epicurus did not deny that the gods existed. 
He denied that there was any trace of their in- 
terference with human fortunes. 

Witn these and the like ingenious specula- 
tions, philosophers endeavored to answer the 
questions which they put to themselves about 
their own nature and the world they live in; 
religion aud religious rituals all the while being 
neither aDaydoned nor denied, but remaining as 
a dress or a custom which each day was wearing 
thinner. And human life all the while was 
real, as it is now, brief, struggling, painful, the 
piaything of accident, a fire-fly flashing out of 
the darkness, and again disappearing into it; 
coming none knew whence, and going none 
knew whither; yet while it lasted, with its 
passions and its affections, its crimes and its 
Virtues, its high aspirations, its mean degrada- 
tions, its enthusiasms and its remorses, its wild 
bursts of joy and agonies of pain, it was an im- 
portant possession to the owner of it, and 
speculations about plastic nature would not be 
likely to satisiy him when he demanded the 
meaning of it. Yet demand the meaning of it 
man will and must. Life is too stern to be 
played with, and as the old creed died intoa 
form, philosophy proved an indifferent sub- 
stitute.

PRESBY TERIANS. 
THE APPROACHING GENERAL ASSEMBLIES 
NORTH AND SOUTH. 
New York Herald. 

Thursday. The General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church in the United States of 
America ’’—which is the full and legal title of 
the Northern Presbyterian Church—will gather 
in Pittsburg, Pa., when the retiring Moderator, 
Dr. James Eells, of California, will deliver the 
customary discourse. On the same day the 
Southern Presbyterian Assembiv—which holds 
the same legal title as the Northern, both elaim- 
ing to be the representatives of the rresby- 
terian Church in the United States—will con- 
vene in Knoxville, Tenn., when Dr. C. A. Still- 
man, the retiring Moderator, will also deliver 
the usual sermon. And on Wednesday, the 15th 
inst., the General Synods of the Reformed Pres- 
byterian Church will meet in this city in annual 
session. The former bas thirty-seven 
Synods, including one cach in  Ken- 
tucky, Missouri, and Maryland, and one 
each in India and China. Embraced in 


those Synods are 177 Presbyteries, which again 


comprise 5,153 churches, 4, 80% ministers, and 


821 licentiates. Some of the latter have been 
ordained during the year, and some of the 672 
candidates in the seminaries and colleges of the 
Church have been licensed within the same 
period, so that, at this time, the number of 
ministers and licentiates probably equals the 
number of churches. That result is not neces- 
sary, however, for the care and supervision of 
the churches, fora pastor can sometimes look 
after two or three or even more small congre- 
gations. But in the Presbyterian Church a 
difficulty is experienced which, though not con- 
fined to this denomination, is, perhaps, more 
apparent and more emphatic here than any 
other branch of the Church of Christ. It is the 
difficulty of settling pastors over churches. Of 
the 5,000 ordained and unordained men in the 
ministry only 3,258 are engaged in the proper 
work of that office, and, according to the last 
minutes. only 1,788 were in the pastorate. All 
others, numbering about two-thirds of the 
whole, are either supplies.“ or engaged in 

rofessional or secular life, without charge, or 

vnorably retired. few are chaplains and 
evangelists, and some are missionaries at home 
and abroad. 

This Church has advanced very greatly since 
the reunion of the Old and New Schools eight 
years ago. The number of communicants re- 

rted to the last General Assembly was 557,- 

74, which included 68,770 admitted during the 
year 1876-’77, of whom 40,068 were received on 
profession of faith and examination. This was 
a net increase of 22,464 church members over 
the preceding year, and of 89.510 over the year 
1872. The Southern Church numbers about 
800,000 communicants. During the centurv and 
over of our national existence the Presbvteri- 
ans of the United States have grown sixty-fold. 
notwithstanding the alleged and supposed 
hindrance of Calvinism to the spread of the 
Gospel. The ministerial increase has not been 
in the same ratio. While 97 ministers died and 
82 were dismissed to other denominations 133 
were ordained and 50 received, showing a net 
increase of oniy 63,—not enough to replace 
those who fall or retire, and supply new churches. 
The Sunday-school interests appear to be well 
cared for by the Presbyterians. The members 
of those schools number 531,606 as against 555,- 
347 the previous year, showing an increase of 
20,259. 

The benevolence of the Church goes out in 
the following directions: Home missions, for- 
eign missions, education, publication, church 
erection, ministerial relief, freedmen, sustenta- 
tion of poorly paid pastors, and expenses of the 
General Assembly. To these also may be added 
miscellaneous interests, which come up from 
time to time, such as the American Bible and 
Tract societies, and others that cannot be classi- 
fied as Presbyterian. These received during the 
preceding year the sum of $765,551. All other 
interests named received the gregate of 
$1,256,592, which, together with the congrega- 
tional expenses ($6,273,218), makes the annual 
cost of Presbyteriavism in the (Northern) 
United States $8,295,361. This is considerably 
less than the cost of the same form of faith for 
any of the preceding six years, and gives an av- 
erage of nearly $15 per member—not quite so 
costly as Methodism, and perhaps some other 
forms of religious faith and goveroment. 

UNWIELDINESS OF THS ASSEMBLY. 

The last Gencral Assembly consisted of 504 
Commissioners, or delegates, representing, not 
Synods, but Presbyteries. Those delegates, —4 
and clerical, are allowed mileage and other ex- 
penses, which last year averaged $43.68 per 
member, or $10.31 per member more than in 
1871. The assessment for this fund for 1878 is 
five cents per capita. Seventeen foreign Pres- 
byteries and six of freedmen are exempted from 
this assessment. Six delegates from the freed- 
men last year drew from this fund $456.50, and 
their Presbyteries contributed $78.95 to it. Six 
Commissioners trom foreign Presbyteries drew 
$172.40, but contributed nothing. Two Presby- 
teries—New Orleans and South Oregon—failed 
to contribute to this fund or to send Commis- 
sioners to the General Assembly. All the other 
150 Presbyteries paid their assessment in full, 
not, however, without much grumbling and 
many protests against the size and ever-increas- 
ing cost of the Assembly. There is hardly any 
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As tor ſustance, out of 5,000 or 
more churches in the denomination, only 3,258 
have contributed anything toward the Educa- 
tion Fund for training poor voung men for the 
ministry. In like manner thirty-nine Presbyte- 
ries did not contribute — toward susten- 
tation, freedmen, or publication; thirty eigut 
gave nothing for ministerial relief or church 
erection, and thirty-seven failed to contribute 
to home missions, while only seven failed in 
foreign missions. Some of t Presbyteries, 
however, are themselves largely, if not wholly, 
sustained by missionary money, and are there- 
fore, perhaps, excusable for this apparent neg- 
lect. But the others are not. 

OVERTURES ON REPRESENTATION, 

Two propositions for the reduction of the size 
of the mbly have been voted upon by the 
Presbvteries during the year, neither of which 
nas received the required sanction. 
generally known as the Synodical Presby- 
terial overtures. The former would take away 
altogether from the Presbyteries the direct 
representation of the General Assembly and 
give it to the Synods on the basis of one minis- 
ter and one elder for every arty mitiisters repre- 
sented in Synod, or a fraction over fifty and 
less than 100, and in the same proportion to 
every fifty or fraction thereof above 100. This 
would reduce the Assembly to about 220 mem- 
bers, but disfranchise sixty Presbyteries every 
year. This bas been unanimously negatived by 
the Presbyteries as tending to destroy the 
democratic and popular principle of represeu- 
tation at present in vogue. The other proposi- 
tion leaves the basis of representation in the 
hands of the Prespyteries, but counts out all 
supernumeraries and superannuated ministers 
from the unit of numbers, so that every Pres- 
bytery consisting of more than forty and less 
than eighty ministers actually engaged in miu- 
isterial work shall be entitled to two ministers 
and two elders, and for every additional forty 
ministers one more electoral and one lay dele- 
vate. This, too, has been voted as un- 
fair to a large number of worthy bot 
unemployed ministers, whose experience in the 
legislative body of the Church might be much 
more useful and important than that of their 
more active but younger brethren. An overture 
prepared by the Philadelphia Presbytery seems 
to reach the question more fully than any that 
has yet been suggested. But even this is in 
some aspects objectionable. It makes the com- 
municants of the Church the basis of represen- 
tation. and the unit of that basis 3,000 for every 
two commissioners, jay and clerical. But for 
5,000 two representatives of each order are al- 
lowed, and for every 1,500 or 2,000 additional 
communicants one additional clerical and one 
lay delegate. There are other propositions to 
divide the Church by lines and take the com- 
missioners from one half one year, and from 
the other the next; to meet once in two or 
three years, as other ecclesiastical judicatories 
do, instead of every year as now; to make 
churches and not Presbyteries the basis, giving 
two Commissioners for every churches; and to 
sit balf the time of the present sessions—that 
is, from sevento ten days—instead of two or 
three weeks. The Assembly is the guest of the 
city where it meets every year, and when all the 
Commissioners are present who are entitied to 
be, and the fraternal delegates from other 
bodies also, the aggregate foots up about 550. 
This is a large number to be cared for, even in 
our chief cities, for two weeks. Hence the As- 
sembly has sometimes adjourned without an 
invitation being extended by any city to enter- 
tain the Commissioners at their ensuing annual 
session.

REFORMED EPISCOPAL. 


FULMINATIONS OF AN ENGLISH BISHOP. 
London Times, Aprii 25. 

Many of the parishioners of Littlehampton 
objecting to ritualistic observances in the parish 
church, they have erected another building in 
the town styled the St. Savior’s Reformed 
Episcopal Church. The arrangement is to open 
the edifice for public worship to-day, and in 
view of the effect which such a step is likely to 
produce, the Bishop of Chichester has addressed 
a letter to the members of the Church of Eu- 
giand in Littlehampton in the following terms: 
Mv dear brethren—A netice havine been put 
forth that on Thursday next St. Savior’s Re- 
formed Episcopal Church will be duly opened 
by the Right-Rey. Bishop Gregg,’ it is my duty 
to remind you that the Church of England, by 
law established, is the Reformed Episcopal 
Church in this realm, and that no other body of 
Christians has any right to that title. From the 
time that y@ur forefathers were converted to 
the faith of Jesus Christ the Church of the 
South Saxons has continued within this county 
and Diocese to the present day. The succession 
of Bishops, first of Selsey, afterwards of 
Chichester, has never been broken. The Church 
of England, in which Sussex was comprenend- 
ed, reformed itself more than three centuries 
ago. It then rejected the usurped authority ot 
the Pope of Rome, and the faise doctrines and 
superstitious by which Rome had overlaid the 
true faith. But it remained, and is still the 
original Church of the nation. Reformed, be- 
cause it has cast off Roman error; episcopal, 
because it adheresto the Apostolic form of 
Church Government. The reformation of the 
Church was effected in a solemn and legal man- 
ner and ratified by the clergy in their Con- 
vocation and by the laity of Parliament. But 
the so-called Reformed Episcopa! Church now for 
the first time appearing among you is the crea- 
tion of certain individuals who of their own will 
and motion have set it up in plain opposition 
to the ancient and lawful Church of this nation. 
It is simply a self-constituted body, and if it 
stood on the same ground as the Nonconform- 
ist bodies in oy ars I should not have thought 
it necessary to interfere, but there is a great 
difference between the Noncomformist bodies 
and this new ‘Reformed Episcopal Church.’ 
The Nouconformist bodies, with the single ex- 
ception of the Roman Catholics, reject the au- 
thority of Bishops; and, therefore, are so dis- 
tinctly separated from the Established Church 
that none can mistake the one for the other; 
but, inasmuch as the self-styled ‘Reformed 
Episcopal Cnurch’ professes to adhere to the 

overnment of the Church by Bishops, there is 
—— that members of the Church of En- 
gland may be misled. and may join this new 
Church, being ignorant that by so doing 
they separate themselues from the communion 
of the Church of England. It also announced 
that a Bishop of this Reformed Episcopal 
Cnurch will shortly hold a confirmation in Little- 
hampton. I am, therefore, constrained solemu- 
ly to warn you that auy Bishop Officiating in 
this diocese without my sanction is an intruder. 
Whether really a Bishop or not (and there are 
grave doubts whether the Bishops of this ‘ Re- 
formed Episcopal Church’ have been lawfully 
consecrated) he commits, by thus intruding, an 
open act of schism, in direct violation of the 
laws of God and his Church. And | do hereby 
further warn you that if any members of the 
Church of England shall, after this notice, seek 
confirmation at the hands of such a Bishop they 
will be partakers of his transgression, and that 
no blessing can be expected to follow such min- 
istrations. I address these words of serious 
caution to you because—however unworthy of 
so great a charge—I am, by God’s permission, 
the chief pastor of this diocese, and I earnestly 
and affectionately commend them to your con- 
sideration; being now, as always, your faithful 
friend and Bishop, R. CicestrR. 7

Dr. Kalthoff. of Nickern, was moved to 
write to the Council that he was a transgressor 
in those very points wich they declared to be 
inconsistent with the Protestant ministry; that 
he did not regard the Bible as a doctrinal au- 
thority, but only as “the source of Christian 
life’; that he only acknowledged 8 
miracles, and that ne valued the humanity of 
Christ too highly to dogmatize about it, 
Council showed no hesitation in accepting the 
issue. It suspended Dr. Kalthoff immediately, 
and ordered an investigation into his case.

Bosron, May 9.—A very funny story anent 
the Southern guests of the Commercial Club 
got into the papers here a short time ago. 1 
must relate it forthe sake of the postscript, 
which puts the story on the right track, and 
makes another story of itself, which bas not 
got into the newspapers.

The waiters 
looked at him with flerce, resentful eyes—in fact, 
they had no eyes for any of the others, Beaure- 
gard being their beste noir, and the man of all men 
they hated most. The Alderman, however, not 
knowing of the joke, wasinsensible to the scowls 
directed at him; but he thought it strange, when 
breakfast was over and a departure commenced for 
the State-House, that none of these usually at- 
tentive waiters came to help bim on with his coat. 
Not a man of them could be hired to assist Gen. 
Beauregard on with his coat, if they knew them- 
selves, and they think they did. 

The hotel was the Brunswick, and the waiters 
of the Brunswick are, all but four or five, freed 
slaves.

I must say that I was rather disappointed to 
find all that fierce little incident, with its war- 
like spirit and its implacable race-feeling, which 
would have made such a fine story 

FOR WENDELL PHILLIPS TO POINT A MORAL 
and adorn a tale,—i must say that I was disap- 
pointed to find the story flattened out tosuch a 
commonplace fact as this. No riled, resentful 
darkies; no neglected Alderman who “thought 
it strange’? to be so neglected; no fierce sec- 
tional spirit at all to stir up the old caldron 
and thrill us half with fun and half with sym- 

athy; nothing but a momentary joke with some 

right women, who were probably a little suspicious 
of the truth all the time. Only this and nothing 
more. The waiter—not a darkey of them but 
would have and did doubtless look with admir- 
ing awe upon Old Massa as the real aristocrat, 
the legitimate king of the soil, as he flled into the 
dining-room—must be not a little astonished at 
the story which places him in such a warlike atti- 
tude. Perhaps he may become a little disgusted 
with himself that he was not up to that belligerent 
mark and did not bristle with righteous wrath at 
sight of his former master. If so there are two 
parties who are disappointed: we who listened to 
the fine little story, and the principal actors in it. 
But, now that we are in the atmosphere, as 
Edward Hale would say, of stories, I am reminded 
of one or two more which are especially Bostonian 
in their flavor, and which are also entirely true. 
Both have to do with the pecaliar element of fem- 
inine independence which has seemed to work 
itself out in Boston, or at least te have its centre 
here, or from here. at the start, in a way that makes 
every new development, any pungent little inci- 
dent, only the natural part aud parcel of the whole. 
Every one knows that, among all the rest of our 
schools for women, there are ample means now for 
a woman who seeks to become a physician to make 
herself familiar with all the principles of practice, 
and all the secrets of medicine and surgery. 

A YOUNG STUDENT 

who had pursued her studies up to a certain point 
in another city came to Boston last winter and pro- 
ceeded to visit a certain dissecting-room to which 
she had been invited.

And, as the story ends here, or all that I heard of 
it, Ican't tell whether the young woman overcame 
her fear and nausea by taking that drop of brandy 
next time, or whether she backed out altogether 
and lost her chance of choosing either heads 
or **‘ something else. The probabilities, howevy- 
er, are that she did not retreat so ignominionsly, 
but returned to distinguish herself, and perhaps to 

raduate eventually with all the honors. As the 
best soldier and the bravest is said to be the most

NEW YORK. 
A MAY FEAST.

New York, May 8,—A week ago to-day a leader 
of fashionable society received her friends in her 
charming suburban home in response to an invita- 
tion which had summoned them there to partici- 
pate in a ‘*May feast.”

It was not a dai lt material to 
work in, but the masons set to the task with that 
deliberate care not to strain thomselves which 1 
had admired in the horny-handed labo man in 
various parts of Italy. At intervals of two or 
three minutes the stone-cutters—tbere were seven 
of them—would suddenly suspend operations, and 
without any perceptible provocation fall into a 
vivient dispute. t looked as if they were coming 
to plows: but they were only engaged in amicable 
gossip. Perhaps it was a question of the weather, 
or of the price of macaro or of that heartiess 
trick which Cattarina played upon poor Giuseppe 
night before last. ospetio! but she was 
tbat Cattarina!“ There

I caught only the eye 
flashes and the vivacious southern gestures that 
accompanied it. It was pleasant. to see them 
standing there with crossed legs, in the midst of 
their honorable toil, leisurely indulging in graceful 
banter at Heaven only knows how many francs per 
day. At about balf-past 10 o'clock they abruptly 
knocked off work altogether (I knew it was coming 
to that), and, stretching themselves out comfort- 
ably under an adjacent shed, wenttosleep. Pres- 
ently a person —presumably the Cee ey 
ed on the scene, and proceeded energetical/ 
kick the seven sleepers, who arose and returne — 
their tools. After straightening out this matter 
the foreman departed, and the masons, dropping 
saw, chisel, and foreplane, crawled in under the 
shed again.

which, so far as I saw, does all the hard work that 
is done and receives nothing put prosecution in re- 
turn, is to be met everywhere in Italy, but no- 
where in so great force asin Naples. I mean those 

atient, wise little donkeys, which are as bar- 
— used by their masters as ever their mas- 
ters were by the Bourbons. jin witnessing the sense - 
less cruelty with which a Neapolitan treats his in- 
articulate superior, one is almost disposed to con- 
done the outrages of Spanish rule. I bave fre- 
quently seen a fellow beat ode of the poor ani- 
mals with a club nearly as large round as the little 
creature’s body. As a donkey is generally its 
owner's sole source of income, it seems a rather 
near-sighted policy te knock the breath out of it. 
But, mercifully, the wind is tempered to the shorn 
lamb, and the donkey is — rant ar A blow 
that would killa horse 1 kely enough mereiy im- 

resses a donkey with the idea that somebody 
e going to hit him. Under the old order 
of things in Naples his insensibility was 
sometimes outflanked by removing a strip of his 
hide, thus laying bare a responsive spot for the 
whip-lash; but that stra m is now prohibited 
by law, I believe. — with a rticularly 
sensitive place on him anywhere naturally fetches 
a high price at present. 

The disproportionate burdens which are imposed 
upon and stoically accepted by the Neapolitan 
donkey constantly excite one’s wonder ani pity. 
As I sat there on the balcony a tiny cart went by so 
piled with furniture that the pigmy which drew it 
was entirely hidden from sight. The cumbersome 
mass bad the appearance of beiiig propellea by 
some piece of internal machinery. This was fol- 
lowed by another cart, containing the family, I 
suppose, —five or six stupid persons drawn by a 
creature no larger than a St. Bernard dog. I fell 
into a train of serious reflection on donkeys in 
general, chiefly suggested, I rather fancy, by 
Masaniello, who was still standing with his back 
against the sea-Wwall and his eyes ixedon my bal- 
cony as | went into lunch. 

When I returned to my post of observation, half 
an bour later. I found the street nearly deserted. 
Naples was takirg ite siesta. A fierce, hot light 
quivered on the bay and beat down on the silent 
villas along shore. making the mellow-tinted 
pilasters and porticoes gieam like snow against the 
dull green of the olive-trees. The two cones of 
Mount Vesuvius, now wrapped in a trausparent 
violet haze. which brought them strangely near, 
had for background a fathomless sky of unclouded 
azure. Here and there. upon a hili-side in the 
distance small white houses, with verandas and 
balconies 

Close latticed to the brooding heat, 
seemed scorching among their dusty vines. 
reflection of the water was almost intelerable. 

As I reached up to lower the awning ovérhead, I 
had a clairvoyant consciousness that some one was 
watching me from below. Whether Masaniello 
had brought his noonday meal of roasted 
chesnuts with him, or. during my ab- 
sence, had stolen to some low (ratioria in the 
vicinity to refresh himself, I could not tell; but 
there he was, in the act now of lighting one of 
those long pipe-etem cigars called Garibaldis. 

Since he wanted neither my purse nor my person, 
what was. his design in hanging about the hotel? 
Perhaps it was my person he wanted; perhaps he 
was an emissary of the police; but no, the lowest 
Government official in Italy always wears enougn 
old-lace fora Yankee Major-General. Besides, 

was innocent. I hadn't done it, whatever it was. 
Possibly Masaniello mistook me for some dody 
else. and was meditating a neat stiletto stroke or 
two if I ventured out after night-fali. Indeed, I 
intended to go to the Theatre of San Cario that 
nicht. Arusha flash of steel in the moonlight— 
and all would be over before any one could explain 
anything. Masanieilo was becoming monotonous. 

I turned away from him to look at the Castel 
dell’ Ovo, within mfle-range at my left, on a small 
is and connected by an arcoed breakwater with the 
main-land at the foot of the Pizzefalcone. I tried 
to take in the faet that this wrinkled pile was be- 
gun by William L in 1154, and completed a 
century later by Frederick II.; that here, in the 
reign of Robert tae Wise, came the witty Giotto 
to decorate the chapel with those frescoes of which 
only the tradition remains; that here Charles III. 
of Durazzo held Queen Joanna a prisoner, and 
was here besieged by Louis of Anjou; that, finally. 
m 1495, Charles VIII. of France knocked over the 
old castle, and Pedro de Toledo set it up on its 
legs again in 1532. I tried, but rather unsucce<s- 
fully? to take in all this, for though the castle 
boasts of bastions and outworks, it lacks the heroic 
aspect. In fact it is now used asa prison, and has 
the right hang-dog look of prisons. However, I 
put my fancy to work restoring the castle to the 
strength and dignity 1t wore in chronicler Frois- 
gart s day, and was about to attack the place with 
the assistatice of Ferdinand II., when the heavy 
tramp of feet and the measured tap of a 
drum chimed in very prettily with my hostile 
mood. A regiment of infantry was coming down 
the strada. 

If 1 do not describe this regiment as the very 
poorest regiment in the worid, it is vecause it was 
precisely like every other body of Italian soldiery 
that I have seen. The men were small and slonchy. 
One might have taken them for raw recruit« if their 
badly-fitting white-dack uniforms had not shown 
signs of veteran service. As they waeeled intothe 
Chiatamone, each man trudging along at his own 
gait, they looked like a flock of sheep. The boo- 
bing mass recalled to my mind—by that law of con- 
traries which makes one thing suggest another 
totally different—the compact, grand swing of the 
New York Seventh Regiment as it swept up Broad- 
way the morning it returned from Pennsylvania at 
the close of the draft riote in 1863. If the Na- 
tional Guard had shufiled by in the loose Garibal- 
dian fashion, New York would not have slept with 
so keen a sense of security as it did that night. 

The room directly under mine was occu- 
pied by a young English lady, who. 
attracted by the roll of the drums, stepped out on 
her balcony just as the head of the colmun reached 
the hotel. In ber innocent desire to witness a 
military display, she probaoly had no anticipation 
of the tender fusillade she would have to undergo.

Yet this singular military cvolation, which I cannot 
find set down anywhere in Hardee's Tactics, was 
a by every man in the regiment.

"The crowd, which flowed in two opposing cur-

shaoby aspects, however, were not wanting, 
for donkey carts mingled themselves jaunt- 
ily with tbe more haughty equipages on 
their way to the Riviera di Chiaia, the 
popular drive. There were beautiful brown 
women, with heavy-fringed eyes, in these car- 
riages, and now and then a Neapolitan dandy—a 
creature sui generis—rode alongside on horseback.

lsaw more monks this day than I met in a week 
at Rome, their natural headquarters; but in Na- 
ples, as in the Eternal City, they are generally not 
partial to busy thoroughfares. I think some re- 
ligious festival must have been going on in a 
charch near the Chiatamone. A solemn, dark- 
robed figure gliding in and out among the merry 
crowd had a queer, pictorial effect, and gave me 
au incongruous twelfth- century sort of sensation. 
Once a file of monks—I do not remember ever see- 
ing so many together outside a convent—passed 
swiftly ander the balcony. I was near tumbling 
into the Middle Ages, when their tonsured heads 
reminded me of that row of venerabie elderly gen- 
tlemen one always sees in the front orchestra 
chairs at the ballet, and I was thus happily drag- 
gea back into my own cycle. 

The twilignts in Southern Italy fall suddenly, 
and are of brief duration. While I was watching 
tbe darkening shadow of the hotel on the opposite 
sea-wall, the dusk closed in, and the street began 
rapidly to empty itself. A curtain of mist was 
stretched from headland to headland, shutting out 
the distant objects. Hereand there ona ten 
point a light blossomed, its duplicate glassed 
the water, as if the flery fower had —3 8 
petal.

In 
this delicious land Death shrouds himself in the 
dew and lurks inal! gentle 1 The breeze 
from the bay had a sudden chill in it now; the 
dampness of the atmosphere was as heavy as a fine 
rain. I pushed back my chair on the dalcony, and 
then I lingered a moment to see the moon rising 
over Capri Then I saw how that bay> with its 
dreadful mountain, was lovelier than anything on 
earth, I turned from it reluctantly, and as I 
gianced into the silent street beneath, there was 
Masaniello, a black silhouette against the silvery 
moonlight.

One of the greatest unsolved problems that con- 
front our law-makers and philanthrophists is the 
care and cure of the insane. Wisconsin has two 
immense institutions for the care of such unfortu- 
nates already. one at Madison and the other at Osh- 
kosn, both full to overflowing, and yet many coun- 
try poor-houses and jails are crowded with them, 
where their proper treatment and cure is next to 
impossible. Indecd, the idea of ‘“‘administer- 
ing to a mind diseased,” with the ordinary facil- 
ities afforded by a county poor-farm, with any 
hope of success, is an absurdity seldom enter- 
tained by intelligent people; but how to pro- 
vide for this class of persons without overbur-

A Very Small Commotion for 
Large Communists. 


Citizen Megy’s Tribulations for 
Threatening a Reporter. 


Sickening Stenches, Health Officials, 
and the Charge to a Grand 
Jury.

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Nsw Ton, May 9.—The Communists b 
have had a small agitation, which was not 80 
agreeable to them, since it was created by some- 
body outside tneir circle. It was so ridicu- 
lously small for men who profess the purpose to 
revolutionize ail government, that the refugee 
leaders are twice as mad about it as they would 
have been over something like a sizeable per- 
secution that could have been used for banner 
and speech-making purposes. Some months 
ago, it may be remembered, a long interview 
was published, in which the Communist Megy 
boastfully declared himself one of the men 
who 80 brutally assassinated Archbishop 
D’Arboy, the Prefect of Police Grebois, and 
others, during the Paris insurrection. The 
interview was worked up in sensational s‘yle, 
and was followed by other articles not favorable 
to the Commune as it exists in the haunts of 
Bleeker street. At length came the Good-Friday 
banquet, at which the law-hating Reds“ took 
occasion to blaspheme and rant in more than usual 
hardihood. The reporter who had talked with 
Megy was present, and the Communist leader 
attacked him with words, following reproach 
with threats to put him where he would never 
use pen again, and all that sort of free-and-easy 
usage. These threats were included in the 
printed report next morning. It seems that 
Megy, feeling yet more enraged at this, made 
further threats, until the reporter feared for his 
life, and presented his case to Police-Justice 
Smith. Word was at first sent to the Commun- 
ist by the Justice, requesting him to call at 
court. This was unheeded, and the next call 
was answered to the effect that, if the Justice 
wanted to see Megv, he must send for him in 
legal manner. The Justice immediately took 
the hint, and two bold officers invaded Megy’s 
apartments, which are said to be something of 
an arsenal, with a warrant. The result was 
that’ despite his comrades’ loud talk about

munists were on with citizen 
Justice Schwab in the front rank as usual. But 


Justice Smith had his own views about citizen- 


ship and personal rights, and never flinched in 
doing what he had decided to do. He made a 
brief but pointed s h, when the testimony 
had been taken. He said that Megy, and all 
other sv-called Communards, must distinctly 
understand that they must neither threaten nor 
assault anybody in this city. They might as 
well know, also, that the American leery have 
no sympathy with Communism, and will rigor- 
ously punish those who band together in law- 
lessness. Then the Justice put Megv, who 
looked mild as June, under $500 bonds to keep 
the peace. He was locked up for some hours, 
until his friends came with a bondsman, filed 
the necessary bond, and took bim sway, all 
grumbling and denouncing the action of the 
Justice in the matter. And this is the small 
grievance that marks the first tilt of the Paris 
„Reds with the great American press. 

As illustrating the way in which the opinions 
advanced by these 1gitato:s work in one quarter 
and another, a remark made the other day by 
my barber, an Italian, is in point. He was dis- 
cussing—what barber does not discuss the 
labor problem, the National party, and the hard 
times. Somebody with lathered chin spoke of 
the Beecher gossip, saying there was proof, 
and Tommy Shearman would soon have it all in 
shape, that Theodore Tilton had written the 
last confession, and bad remained one night in 
Mrs. Tilton’s company prior to his latest trip 
West. The barber did not care for this talk.“ 
but at the name of Beecher he fired up at once. 

A BARBER’S OPINION. 

“Vet, a nice man!“ said he; and this is a 
nice country for a poor man to live in. That 
man, who is rich, said the poor man could live 
on bréad and water, and it was good enough for 
him! Well, he couldn't say that in any country 
of the Old World. Ihave seena man’s house 
burned and the man and his family stoned and 
bung for saying less than that. The working- 
men here don’t know their rights, that’s just 
the reason. They have vo courage. But let 
the rich man take care when the poor man gets 
down pretty low.“ 

It was of no use whatever to try to explain to 
this foreigner, who had thus given the first in- 
timation openly of his own sympathy with the 
Commune organ, that the Plymouth preacher 
was not antagonistic to workingmen, and had 
not said what he was reported to have said. His 
answer was that the newspapers would not bave 
dared to print such a thing, which exposed the 
man’s life to danger, unless it had been true. 
And I found that that remark, taken from its 
connection and put in worse light, was laid up 
by the Commune against the preacher, and 
made him one of the marked men, if ever the 
hoped-for day of fire and fury should come. But 
the Superintendent of Police says it never will 
come in New York. The agitation of the Com- 
mune subject at this time has put officials on their 
guard, and is conceded by thinking men to an 
excellent disclosure instead of a sensational scare: 
on the same ground that leads men to consider 
prevention always preferable to cure. 

STENCHES AND [THE HEALTH BOARD. 

New York has a stench trouble and stir that call 
to mind sundry complaints, and investigations, and 
reports of committees respecting the same matter 
in Chicago. It was some weeks ago that Mr. Mus- 
grave, Chairman of the Citizens’ Committee of 
Investigation, made such a report concerning the 
causes of the sickening odors pervading the city as 
aroused great feeling of indignation against the 
Board of Health, at whose door the responsibility 
was plainly laid. Mr. Musgrave found siaughter- 
houses, boiling and offal establishments, manure 
yards, tanneries, and soap-factories scattered 
throughout the city run without effort todo away 
with the stenches, and protected by permits issued 
by the Board of Heaith. The officials of this 
Board then began to look about and report, but 
did not find things in so bad a condition. The 
matter ran along till this past week, when Kecorder 
Hackett made a vigorous charge to the Grand Jury. 
instructing them to inquire carefully into the com- 
plaints, and to indict the officials fearlessly if they 
were deemed derelict in their duty to protect 
the city against disease and death. 
Not satisfied with thie, the Recorder called the 
Grand Jury before. him subsequently, warned the 
members against outside influence, and said there 
were intimations that some of them had been un- 
lawfally approached. If so approached, he charged 
them to report the offender immediately to him; 

‘+ and I will teach him a lesson, he added, that 
he will never forget. Over all of which the citi- 
zens rejoice, not because they want to see the 
city officials suffer, but because there is now rea- 
son to believe that tne causes of the deadly 
stenches will be found and removed. 
POLICE COMMISSIONER IN FUN. 

People have not been able to decide ae yet 
whether Mayor Ely nominated Mr. George Jones, 
proprietor of the 7imes, to a Police Commissioner- 
ship in joke or inearnest. Mr. Jones himself took 
the view that it was a good joke, and said the 
Mayor must know he could not accept such an 
office for many reasons. The Committee of Alder- 
men, nevertheless, have the name before them for 
consideration, and the joke may be carried out—1f 
joke it be—by confirmation. The newspapers are 
divided in opinion as to the seriousness of the 
nomination, but generally coincide with the 
Graphic, which says: 

** There ie an impression that Mayor Eiy's nomi- 
nating George Jones as Police Commissioner was a 
joke. It would be well for the Mayor to perpetrate 
a great many more such jokes. Mr. George Jones 
and men like him onght to be the class from which 
Police Commissioners and other public officiais are 
chosen.

He 
began bis career as grocer’s clerk at the age of 14, 
soon had enough means to open a store for him- 
self, and in a few years had bought a brig and 
lannched out in the fruit-importing business.

This evening 
Ward was subjected to the most severe 
examination that a witness was ever 
put to, and, notwithstanding the ablest legal 
talent, his statements were so decisive and em- 
phatic that the cross and _  re-cross- 
examination could in no way make 
him vary one iota from his direct 
statements, although the whole Committee and 
counsel tried in every way to betog him by legal 
technicalities.

O'Connor took a hand 
in cross-examining the witness to-night, but 
came out second best, the witness anticipating 
his questions and answering them, and 
at the same time asking O'Connor 
if he did not remember certain incidents 
which occurred previous to the theft.
